EL CERRITO — In deciding whether 
or not Honda of El Cerrito is an “extra- 
ordinary opportunity,” the City Council 
this week decided they’d already decided 
and had decided it was. 

At Monday night’s meeting, the coun- 
cil said it didn’t need to reactivate the Re- 
development Agency to assist Honda of 
El Cerrito to find a bigger home in the 
city. Council majority agreed that the mat- 
ter had already been “grandfathered in” 
as part of redevelopment efforts and was 
already “in the pipeline” before the 
agency was put in hiatus and therefore 
no reactivation was necessary. 

The council, by a 4-0-1 vote, decided 
that the costs of moving forward with the 
Honda project would be shared by the

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Neighbors look to safe 
New Year’s Eve 


Five thousand East Bay residents 
will receive a unique mailing soon 
to help them prepare safely for the 
launch of the new millennium. 

The North & East Neighborhood 
Council, the largest in the city of 
Richmond, is mailing a newsletter to 
neighbors asking everyone to help 
promote a safe and peaceful New 
Year’s Eve by discouraging random 
gunfire. The group is working with 
city of Richmond officials and the 
police department. 

“We are very anxious to start right 
now to let neighbors know that fir- 
ing guns to celebrate the new cen- 
tury won't be tolerated. Bullets shot 
in the air have to come down and 
when they do, they injure or even kill 
people and animals,” says Sandi 
Genser-Maack, the Neighborhood 
Council prestdent. 

According to Genser-Maack, the 
neighborhood council mailing is the 
beginning of a campaign to create a 
gunfire-free New Year’s Eve. They 
are starting early this year because 
they are concerned that year 2000 
celebrations may intensify the level 
of shooting. 

“Our first round in this education 
effort is the mailing. In December, 
we'll be going door to door, with the 
help of the police department, to ask 
every household to display a sign en- 
couraging a peaceful New Year’s Eve, 
with no gunfire,” says Genser-Maack. 

She says that besides the educa- 
tion campaign and the window signs, 
the Neighborhood Council would like 
cities along the Interstate 80 corridor 
to ban the sale of ammunition a week 
before the holiday to discourage im- 
pulsive purchases on New Year’s Eve. 

At a recent Richmond City Coun- 
cil meeting, after hearing a presen- 
tation from the neighborhood group, 
Mayor Rosemary Corbin directed 
Richmond City Manager Isiah Turner 
to get the same “Don't Shoot” mes- 
sage out to all Richmond residents. 

“This is a communitywide con- 
cern,” says Genser-Maack. “We hope 
every resident in Richmond and sur- 
rounding communities will help let 
their neighbors know that random 
gunfire won't be tolerated.” 

The Neighborhood Council, which 
represents the community north of 
Richmond City Hall, also conducts 
other projects, including donating 
new shoes to needy local children 
and working with the city of Rich- 
mond to plant street trees.

Only one 
resident remains 
at landfill site that 
will become part » 
of a new 
shoreline park

ALBANY — The old landfill is 
meeting the end of summer with a 
new face. 

After months of planning, poli- 
ticking, policing and prodding by city 
and park district officials, the long- 
standing homeless community at the 
former dump is practically gone, its 
tents and shacks removed. Brush is 
cut, trails are widened. Even the 
American flag, which flew for months 
above a once-bustling clearing called 
the plateau, is no more. 


The only remaining sign of the 
homeless, who some estimate once 
numbered about 100, is garbage. Ar- 
eas marked previously by camps are 
strewn with debris. Twisted bicycle 
parts. Filthy clothing. Rusty shopping 
carts. Half-filled boxes of food. 

“Everyone's gone. We're definitely 
at the very end of this project,” said 
Ann Ritzma, Albany assistant city ad- 
ministrator. 

“Most of the folks had their own 
plans and took off for wherever they 
wanted to go,” she said, adding she 
had no idea where. 

Only one shack remains, Ritzma 
said. The city is giving the resident, 
Jean-Paul Sabot, a few more days to 
pack and leave, she said. 

“Me, I have no idea where I'll go,” 
said Sabot, resting on a bench in the 
sun at the landfill last week. The 
seven-year landfill resident said he’s 
packing his life’s belongings. 

“There’s no point staying here — 
all that means is jail time,” he said. 

Throughout the summer the city 
has been slowly and steadily enforc-

ing its new ordinance banning camp- 
ing in open space. Adopted by the 
City Council in April, the new law 
took effect in June. 

Police canvassed the old landfill, 
also known as the Bulb, informing 
people of the law. Violators were cited 
and arrested. The city and Operation 
Dignity, an Oakland-based nonprofit 
organization helping homeless, set 
up a temporary shelter in trailers in 
the Golden Gate Fields racetrack 
parking lot, just south of the Bulb. 

As of Tuesday, 14 people have 
been arrested for violating the ordi- 
nance, Ritzma said. Some were cited 
and released. A few were jailed for a 
short period and released. 

For the past couple weeks, the city 
and the East Bay Regional Park Dis- 
trict staff have been tearing down 
structures and cleaning up trash, 
Ritzma said. The shelter, home to 
seven, is scheduled to close Monday, 
she said. Some have found housing; 
others say they aren’t sure where 
they'll go. 

The landfill is slated to become 


a - a 


part of the planned Eastshore state 
Park, bordering the Bay from Oak- 
land to Richmond. The park, which 
will take years to complete, will be 
owned by the state and managed by 
East Bay Regional Parks. Albany and 
park district officials decided a pub- 
lic park wouldn't mix with a home- 
less encampment. 

Meanwhile, the city and park dis- 
trict will continue cleaning, and po- 
lice will increase patrols of the area, 
Ritzma said. The city acknowledges 
it will be tricky keeping people from 
camping in the remote spot. 

The Regional Water Quality Board, 
which oversees activities impacting 
the Bay, is scheduled to meet with Al- 
bany officials Sept. 15 to discuss an 
extensive cleanup of the. landfill. 
Called a closure plan, it will cover 
tasks ranging from improving habi- 
tat to removing hazards. 

The plan will outline how the land- 
fill will be returned to a more natural 
state. However, the park district will 
ultimately decide the details of how 
the area will look once it’s a park.

The Pacifica Foundation has 
agreed to supply state lawmakers 
with a wide range of financial data 
as a legislative committee probes the 
national radio network’s shaky rela- 
tionship with its flagship station, 
KPFA. 

The information, offered Monday 
under threat of subpoena, would help 
lawmakers determine whether Paci- 
fica spent donor money during a 
two-week July lockout at the Berke- 
ley station. 

It is not clear, however, what, if 
any, power the Legislature holds over 
Pacifica, which continues to dispute 
the committee's jurisdiction over its 
affairs.

Dan Rapaport, an attorney rep- 
resenting Pacifica, said Tuesday it 
would be “a matter of days at most” 
before Pacifica sends internal docu- 
ments to the Joint Legislative Audit 
Committee. 

Though Pacifica officials refused 
to appear at a committee hearing 
Aug, 20, an aide to Pacifica Chair- 
woman Mary Frances Berry said the 
foundation was not bowing to the 
committee, or its subpoena power, 
with Monday’s offer. 

“(Berry) did say some time ago 
she was willing to respond to re- 
quests in writing, so the board is co- 
operative in this matter,” said Krishna 
Toolsie. 

Assemblywoman Dion Aroner, D- 
Berkeley, who called for the investi- 


gation, said she hoped the docu- 
ments would reveal whether money 
donated for KPFA programming was 
spent instead on security and other 
expenses while the station was off 
the air. 

Pacifica pulled the plug July 13 
after radio personality Dennis Bern- 
stein’s on-air discussion of the grow- 
ing internal dispute. The lockout led 
to scores of arrests and a nationwide 
rallying cry from free speech activists 
seeking to protect their bastion of 
progressive dialogue and the oldest 
public radio station in the country. 
Local programming resumed Aug. 9. 

State legislative aides and KPFA 
staffers said they considered Paci- 
fica’s cooperation good news, but 
they were guarded in their hope that 


Pacifica would provide all the re- 
quested documents. 


The internal dispute revolves 
around Pacifica’s push to broaden 
the appeal of the 50-year-old station 
through programming that targets a 
more diverse audience. Foundation 
officials said the station, with one of 
the strongest signals in Northern Cal- 
ifornia, has just 146,000 listeners, 
down significantly from a year ago. 


Staffers and station loyalists fear 
the foundation wants to strip local 
programmers of station control and 
water down programming. Money 
has become the main thrust of car 
rent mediation sessions, as staffers 
wonder whether Pacifica will avoid 
layoffs and fill vacant positions. 


Berkeley gets money for foot bridge over I-80

Berkeley has landed the $3 mil- 
lion it needs to build a wide suspen- 
sion bridge for rollers and strollers 
to cross Interstate 80 the city’s shore- 
line. 

The funds from the California 
Transportation Commission, ap- 
proved last week, will allow the city 
to start construction in January on 
one of the widest bridges in the state 
that is not for cars, said Deborah 


Chernin, project manager for the city. 

The only way for bicyclists, walk- 
ers and people in wheelchairs to 
cross the freeway is the University 
Avenue bridge. That route includes 
steep steps and means dodging traf- 
fic on two ramps. 

A challenge for cyclists and walk- 
ers, it is nearly impossible for those 
in wheelchairs, 

The $3 million in state funds will 
cover most of the project costs. An 
estimated $1.4 million will come 
from the city, Chernin said. 
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The bridge will run almost 800 
feet from the north end of Berkeley 
Aquatic Park to the site of the future 
Eastshore State Park, which will ex- 
tend five miles from Emeryville to 
Richmond. 

The East Bay Regional Park Dis- 
trict finished acquisition of the land 
last year. It will be at least two or 
three years before the park opens. 


The district supported Berkeley’s 
bid for the state money because the 
bridge will connect the natural shore- 
line to urban amenities across I-80, 
such as the shops on Fourth Street. 

“People like to be able to go to 
more than one destination in the 
course of a day,” said Martin Vitz,

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Labor Day 1999; 
Honoring eldercare 
workers

e owe a special debt of 
\ X } gratitude this Labor Day 
to the 7,000 dedicated 


homecare workers who help our 
county’s 8,000 frail elderly and 
people with disabilities live inde- 
pendent lives in their own neigh- 
borhoods. 

These homecare workers are 
among the hardest working people 
I know, yet most of them earn little 
more than minimum wage and 
lack health insurance. The work 
they do literally saves lives, help- 
ing elderly and disabled residents 
live lives of dignity and indepen- 
dence, rather than being forced 
into institutions. The key to good 
quality homecare is a close rela- 
tionship between homecare work- 
ers and consumers. The low wages 
and lack of benefits has resulted in 
high staff turnover and the disrup- 
tion of vital services 

Alameda County is working 
with labor to develop an innovative 
way to provide health insurance 
options to homecare workers. A 
survey of Alameda County home- 
care workers showed that more 
than 40 percent of them have no 
health insurance at all. This is a 
moral disgrace and a major reason 
why expanding access to health in- 
surance is one of my highest prior- 
ities this year. This as an invest- 
ment in the quality care that the 
elderly and people with disabilities 
deserve. It is my hope that we will 
be able to launch this program the 
next year, and that other counties 
will follow our lead. 

In past years, Gov. Pete Wilson 


has blocked efforts to have the 
state pick up its fair share of cost 
for this critical program. This year, 
thanks to a statewide grassroots ef- 
fort organized by Service Employ- 
ees International Union and a coali- 
tion of groups representing the 
elderly and disabled, we were able 
to make some progress in the state 
budget. I organized an effort joined 
by the chairs of the five largest Bay 
Area’s counties urging Gov. Gray 
Davis to approve new state budget 
funding for homecare workers. 

In the end, we won money in 
the state budget for a small, tem- 
porary pay increase for homecare 
workers. However we must work 
together to make sure that ade- 
quate, ongoing, permanent funding 
for homecare workers remains in 
the budget. 

The elderly, people with disabili- 
ties, and the homecare workers 
who assist them deserve better, 
and most Californians agree. A 
poll conducted by SEIU showed 
broad support for homecare; 93% 
of voters - crossing political, gen- 
der and racial lines — back the 
program and 89% think homecare 
workers deserve to be paid more 
for the important work they do. I 
am committed to extending health 
care options and paying decent 
wages to homecare workers. If you

New General Plan 
does not provide 
answers we can trust

; final word about El Cerrito’s 
General Plan: 


Traffic projections. 


Staff and consultants responded 
to the July 19 General Plan hear- 
ings by accepting (in 8/19 memo) 
recent regional traffic projections 
for El Cerrito’s Interstate 80 corri- 
dor (the freeway and San Pablo 
Avenue), that “indicate an average 
2.4 percent traffic growth per year 
through the year 2020.” This state- 
ment was not referenced as to 
source, nor did the memo provide 
future traffic volumes for the indi- 
vidual connections. Most of us 
hope that such growth will not be 
achieved, but would agree that it 
would be foolhardy not to expect it 
sooner or later. 

Twenty years of 2.4 percent 
compounded annual growth pro- 
duces a 60 percent increase along 
the corridor, i.e. not just for San 
Pablo Avenue traffic, yet the con- 
sultants have not changed the orig- 
inal inadequate future traffic vol- 
umes. They still maintain that 
“most intersections will continue to 
operate at LOS C or better.” 

Consultants disregarded without 
explanation the projected freeway 
traffic volumes that vastly surpass 
its capacity. They estimate “that 
about one-fourth to one-third of 
the peak hour traffic presently on 
San Pablo Avenue consists of 
through trips, neither beginning 
nor ending in El Cerrito.” They 
therefore implicitly admit that the 
freeway already operates at capac- 
ity, since otherwise drivers would 
not endure delays at the signals. 
This confirms what many of us ex- 
perience firsthand when we’re 
stuck for one or more signal cycles 
at intersections. Yet they project a 
San Pablo Avenue growth of less 

than 60 percent, and missing is the 
60 percent freeway growth compo- 
nent, say 5,000 additional peak 
hour trips that cannot possibly fit 
onto the freeway. 

Why this elaborate flimflam? 
One obvious reason is that the 


Contra Costa Transportation Au- 
thority requires, for local jurisdic- 
tions to qualify for Measure-C 
street maintenance funds, “to com- 
ply with traffic Level of Service 
(LOS) standards.” The true num- 
bers would wreck any attempt to 
slip through a new project without 
proper environmental impact 
analysis. Projects that generate 
“just” 101 new peak hour trips re- 
quire findings of consistency, yet 
thousands of extra vehicles forced 
onto locals treets by developments 
outside of El Cerrito, which would 
completely overwhelm anything 
else, are hushed up. 

Does this mean that El Cerrito 
should impose a building morato- 
rium? Absolutely not! But pie-in- 
the-sky hogwash, founded on lies, 
does not form a good basis for de- 
ciding the construction we can 
profitably undertake, while actu- 
ally helping preserve our quality of 
life. Section C will present some 
options. 


Public transit 


For public transit the consul- 
tants also maintain “a 5 percent in- 
crease in traffic to BART stations”, 
between now and the 2020 target 
year. In response to residents who 
pointed out that El Cerrito BART 
patronage on occasion grew more 
than 5 percent in a single year, the 
consultants simply reasserted their 
original forecast. They continue to 
claim that without extra parking, 
BART ridership won't grow, as if 
desperate commuters would not 
park even further from BART, in- 
creasingly switch to buses, or use 
other means of transit access. 

In the most recent Agenda Bill, 
dated 8/30/1999 (prepared for Mon- 
day’s council meeting), staff seems 
to accept BART’s projections of a 1.5 
percent annual growth rate if no new 
parking available. Unbelievably, staff 
goes on to claim that there is no in- 
herent conflict between its projec- 
tions of traffic growth and this BART 
assumption.” Do they not realize that 
1.5 percent growth compounded over

Missed opportunity 
at El Cerrito Plaza 


It appears as though revitalization of the 
El Cerrito Plaza will finally be getting under- 
way. Sighs of relief are heard from the long- 
suffering merchants who have been hanging 
on for years, from the community which has 
been forced to shop in other towns, and from 
the city representatives, both elected and ap- 
pointed officials and community interest 
groups who have strived to convey the needs, 
wishes, and concerns of the community to the 
Plaza owners. 

The willingness of the owners’ represen- 
tatives to meet with and listen to community 
interest groups, in particular, CCISCO, has 
been greatly appreciated. 

They have responded to citizen and Design 
Review Board suggestions to modify aspects 
of the design of the Plaza. We are glad that a 
quality restaurant and coffee house are 
planned for the Plaza. However, with regard 
to the tenanting of the new stores, it appears 
as though all of the communication through 
numerous meetings, citizen petitions, and sur- 
veys fell on deaf ears. 

Instead of providing new choices, the same 
clothing stores (The Gap, Old Navy, Ross) 
which populate the strip malls and shopping 
centers in the East Bay corridor have been se- 
lected to fill the new buildings in the El Cer- 
rito Plaza. This is difficult to swallow, espe- 
cially since the interest of retailers to locate 
in the Plaza has been "phenomenal,” accord- 
ing to Mehmet Noyan, the lease negotiator for 
the owners, allowing him to "pick and choose” 
stores for the Plaza (Journal, Aug. 12). 

This is a missed opportunity of enormous 
proportions. If the owners brought in the types 
of stores that the community expressly preferred 
(quality clothing and shoes, import, variety, 
housewares, etc), not only would they serve the 
citizens of El Cerrito, but neighboring commu- 
nities as well who have expressed the desire to 
see these kinds of stores in the Plaza. 

In a recent edition of the Oakland Tribune 
(Aug. 15), it is stated that the city of Hercules 
is planning for the construction of 2,000 to 
3,000 new homes priced between $400,000 
and $3 million. 

It is obvious that the current plans for the 
new tenants in the Plaza would have little or 
no attraction for that market. With the ex- 
ception of our few excellent specialty stores, 
shoppers from other towns will have little in- 
centive to come to the Plaza for clothing, since 
the same chain stores are in their own com- 
munities. A small glimmer of hope is that, ac- 
cording to Mr. Noyan, space has been allo- 
cated in the new Plaza for a department store. 

In spite of his misgivings about the eco- 
nomic climate, we urge him and the owners 
to see beyond the “tired and blue” (intentional 
spellings) and bring quality stores which of- 
fer new choices to shoppers, making it a win- 
win situation for everyone.

Speak out for 
displaced population 


The homeless who had inhabited the Al- 


bany landfill for the last few years have been 
forcibly evicted by the city of Albany. I have 
been a resident of the El Cerrito/Albany area 
for my whole life and am appalled by the city’s 
actions. It is my opinion that the city has been 
planning this for years without informing the 
community at large. 

As a frequent patron of the Golden Gate 
Fields racetrack and non-driver, I have noticed 
the trend to push homeless communities out 
of the city while on foot in the area for the 
past several years. First and foremost, the 
retrofitting activity at the Buchanan freeway 
exit in Albany blatantly disrupted homeless 
who were living near the railroad tracks which 
run parallel to the freeway. 

The city has shown no compassion to these 
people who were previously doing exactly what 
polite society would have them do: stay out of 
the neighborhood. It is my belief that Albany 
valued this freeway exit for the access it gives 
cars to the commercial property five or so 
blocks east along Solano Avenue over the well 
being of any of the residents, homeless or not. 

The refugees from the contruction area did 
not seem to learn about the landfill at first. 
Most of the homeless seemed to have relo- 
cated themselves to the area of San Pablo Av- 
enue between Gilman and Solano. Out of frus- 
tration resulting from resident and police 
harassment, most of these homeless moved 
to the landfill as soon as they learned of the 
other people there. For years I thought that 
would be the end of it. Walking around the 
lower Golden Gate Fields parking lot, I wit- 
nessed several instances of people bringing 
food into the landfill to give to the people who 
lived there. 

Then, just a couple of years ago, the city 
began construction of a “nature walk” area 
leading to and through the landfill. More gi- 
ant conrete pipes and blocks seemed to be 
scattered in the way of traversing the road 
leading to the racetrack. I don’t believe any- 
one thought that the city would renovate the 
landfill and kick the squatters out at this point. 
To the average person, the landfill was little 
more than a place to go and drink alcohol 
without being seen before walking home from 
the track. 

I was present at this area for obvious rea- 
sons to any gambler on the first and 15th of 
each month of summer in 1999. I witnessed 
the protests as well as the police entering the 
landfill on multiple occasions. It almost seemed 
as if people’s political agenda was going to 
stall City Hall from actually throwing anyone 
out of the landfill. 

Then KFPA was shut down. The same po- 
litical activists who had been spending energy 
on the landfill problem concentrated all their 
effort on a Berkeley radio station which was 
gaining national attention. The dedicated peo- 
ple continued to press on, but to no avail. In 
the first week of August, it was blatantly ob- 
vious that people were being removed from 
their handmade houses with an audience of 
just a few hikers and dog walkers. 

The homeless were promised trailers and 
I did see 11 trailers (for about 150 people) 
parked in GGF parking lot. However, these 
seem to have disappeared and relocated some- 
where else. The fact of the matter is, the liv- 
ing conditions these citizens have unwillingly 
traded is one of bayfront houses to one of 


crowded city-owned trailers. Several people

Candidates forum 
a charade? 


Last week the Contra Costa County Cen- 
tral Labor Council held interviews for candi- 
dates for WCCC political offices, including the 
El Cerrito City Council. The decision of whom 
the Labor Council would endorse for El Cer- 
rito City Council was apparently made prior 
to the interviews. John Dalrymple, the exec- 
utive secretary of the Labor Council, yester- 
day confirmed to my husband what others had 
been told, “We have our own sources of in- 
formation!” about council candidates. 

If so, why go through the charade of the 
informational dinner for candidates the prior 
week? Why go through the sham of pretend- 
ing to have open endorsements? The final trav- 
esty was the question asked some of the can- 
didates “If a vote came before the El Cerrito 
City Council, would you support firing the city 
manager?” 

This is an appallingly inappropriate ques- 
tion. Why should the Central Labor Council 
discuss the performance rating of a top city 
manager, or any other employee, in public? 
Since when do unions decide to defend CEOs 
of companies or agencies in advance of any 
action? It seems that the unions are intruding 
in city business that should be left to elected 
officials regardless of the merits of the city 
manager. 

This question totally disregards the neces- 
sary division of interests and power, that in a 
democracy assures smooth functioning gov- 
ernment organizations. Further, that one ques- 
tion hardly helps our city manager, as it sug- 
gests he is linked to the long-term in-group 
that is fighting to retain control of El Cerrito.

Suggestions to improve 
teaching, learning 


I hear about problems in education proce- 
dures and I am suggesting ways to improve 
the learning standards in our school system. 
I am going to put forth some remedial mea- 
sures for improving our teaching standards 
and learning strategies for the students. 

We as teachers must divide our K-12 cur- 
riculum into 13 stages. At every grade level, 
the first 20 working (teaching/learning) days 
must be spent in revising the basics from the 
first grade to the required grade level of the 
class, e.g. if we have a fifth-grade class, we 
must revise and recapitulate all the oral, gram- 
mar, phonics, writing skills and basics of math,

There are many ways of coping 
with congestion. For example, on San 
Francisco's Geary Street, the thor- 
oughfare lanes dip under cross streets 
at intersections, and separate turning 
lanes provide good access to stores. 

The Embarcadero Center provides 
attractive above-street pedestrian 
bridges between buildings that are well 
served by public transit. El Cerritans 
go there to visit or work, but most wish 
to live in a less intensive environment. 

In any case, the General Plan is not 
a proper blueprint to achieve such a 
goal. The possible development option 
that could lead to fewer “cut-through” 
trips is to mainly reserve the avenue 
for jobs and offices, and uses that com- 
plement them, like hotels, good restau- 
rants, etc. Rather than driving through, 
we would have commuters stay and 
spend their money in town. But the 
General Plan mainly stresses housing. 

The General Plan’s inadequate traf- 
fic estimation keeps us from dealing 
with how best to cope with the un- 
avoidable onslaught of regional traf- 
fic, It is being used to legitimize plac- 
ing 2,000 beds right on San Pablo 
Avenue. The planners chose not to 
suggest dispersing these beds to the 
streets that parallel San Pablo Avenue, 
or over the much wider residential 
neighborhood areas of El Cerrito 
where most people like to live, a 10 
percent increase in density. 

Maybe they were wise not to risk 
the public’s displeasure, but as a re- 
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sult we have a plan not supported by 
urban economic analysis. Quality 
housing can be located on busy streets, 
but it is expensive. The new residents 
deserve new amenities, such as parks. 

Existing residents need to know if 
the extra taxes will offset the new bur- 
dens placed on the General Fund. We 
need to be able to compare the costs 
and benefits of plan alternatives. 


The best we can do is to satisfy 
statutory needs by filing the plan in 
Sacramento. 

It, and the EIR should not be used 
to legitimize larger projects without 
additional full fledged and adequate 
traffic and economic impact justifica- 
tion. Most disturbing is that staff, con- 
sultants and even our Planning Com- 
mission, were so ready to vastly hedge 
on impacts because it serves their job 
security, income, or political platforms. 

The Contra Costa Transportation 
Authority may not care, but knowl- 
edgeable residents will not put up with 
misinformation (except for those who 
choose to be fooled), nor should re- 
sponsible councilmembers.

Each one will 
have self-confidence and will re- 
member all the basics to build new 
course structure and succeed in the 
grade level test.

Lady” again. But something special 
happened last Friday night, and I 
have to tell you about it. 

1 was privileged to be present at 
one of those magical moments in the 
theater that you hear about but rarely 
see: the debut of a major new star. 

Her name is Heather Ullsvik. I 
know it’s an unusual name, but so is 
“Streep” or “Pfeiffer.” Get used to it; 
you’re going to be hearing it a lot for 
the next few decades. 

The Lamplighters are always 
loaded with talent from top to bottom, 
like the New York Yankees. Even the 
chorus members have had years of 
voice, dance and dramatic training, 

So it was no surprise that Rick 
Williams gave his usual brilliant per- 
formance as Henry Higgins. Or that 
Norman Hall brought down the 
house, as usual, as Alfred P. Doolit- 
tle. Or, for that matter, that Melissa 
Wortman’s dazzling costumes drew 
“oohs” and “ahs” from the audience, 
especially during the Ascot Gavotte. 

But any “My Fair Lady” ultimately 

stands or falls on the strength of its 
Eliza, and here Ms. Ullsvik was a rev- 
elation. She’s fresh from the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin (where she played 
a lot of Chekov and Shakespetre). 
She can’t be more than 23 or 24. Just 
like a ‘30s backstage musical, this role 
was her professional debut. 
_ And with all the veteran talent at 
The Lamplighters’ disposal, it’s un- 
thinkable that the central role of Eliza 
would be given to a rookie. But they 
Zave it to her anyway. That should 
have been my tipoff that something 
unusual was about to happen. 

But I was swept away by the clar- 
ity and subtlety of her acting — or 
rather, her reacting, which is some- 
thing all the great actors do. She 
used her face and body like musical 
instruments, to convey the exact nu- 
ance she wanted. In her hands, 
Eliza’s transformation from flower 
Birl to lady was truly moving. 

But the greatest revelation of all 
came when she sang. Songs like 
“Wouldn't It Be Loverly,” “The Rain 
In Spain” and, especially, “I Could 
Have Danced All Night” are so well 
known (and have been done so well 
by others). But listening to her was 
like hearing them for the first time. 
+ She has a beautiful, pure voice. 
But she also has a masterful tech- 
nique that allows her to bend that 
voice to whatever purpose she 
chooses. She did more than just hit 
all the right notes; she told the story 
of the song. Even more, she revealed 
the emotions underlying that story. 
Comparisons with Frank Sinatra or 
Billie Holliday come to mind. I know 
that sounds outrageously overblown, 
but she was that good. 

‘= I'm not the only one who felt that 
way. So did every person in the 
Standing-room-only audience. Even 
the veterans in the Lamplighters 
company, far from being jealous of 
the newcomer, knew they had some- 
thing special in their midst. I talked 
with several of them after the show, 
and it was like listening to a bunch 
of veteran ballplayers talking about 
the rookie phenom who’s going to 
lead them to the pennant.

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North Richmond organizes for Verde School 


West County 
School Watch 


By Glen Price 


Parents and community members 
backed by a strong coalition of gov- 
ernmental and non-profit organiza- 
tions are organizing to take action 
to improve Verde School. Academic 
performance at Verde is low with 
second grade STAR test scores av- 
eraging in the 13th percentile; fourth 
grade scores average in the 11th per- 
centile. The school has a history of 
chronic facilities problems. 

Recently, Measure E and MRAD 
funds have been used to repair the 
school’s roof and repave the school 
yard among other items but the ag- 
ing facility requires a great deal 
more. 

Last Saturday, Aug. 28, approxi- 
mately 60 persons gathered in the 
Verde Elementary multipurpose 
room to have breakfast and discuss 
immediate and long range plans for 
school improvement. The meeting 
followed a series of organizing ac- 
tivities supported by the Office of 
Congressman George Miller, the Fed- 
eral Departments of Education, La- 
bor and HUD, city, county, school 
district representatives and non- 
profit organizations active in the 
community. 

Welcoming the participants to the 
meeting, Sterling Bell, the school’s 
new principal pledged to work with 
parents and community to “suc- 
cessful launch Verde into the 21st 
Century.” Joe Barrett, Chair of the 
Municipal Advisory Council of North 
Richmond, noted, “I grew up in this 


neighborhood and attended Verde 
School. The MAC wants to work 
with the community to make needed 
changes at Verde School.” David 
Tucker of Congressman George 
Miller’s office cited strong backing 
from district leaders, challenged the 
community to take strong united ac- 
tion, and pledged the support of Con- 
gressman Miller to make things hap- 
pen at the school. 

Pastor Mac Albert Lee of neigh- 
boring New Baptist Church wel- 
comed the group and described the 
backing of the faith community and 
his church for Verde School. Pastor 
Lee introduced Sary Tatpaporn of 
the Healthy Neighborhoods Project 
to facilitate a community dialogue 
regarding assets and strengths of the 
school and issues/concerns. 

Primary strengths noted included 
the school itself with its big play- 
ground and garden and the existence 
of strong support from churches, 
non-profits, and various govern- 
mental entities. Major issues were 
grouped into several categories with 
the need to take action for school 
maintenance, student safety, and a 
better library coming to the fore as 
key concerns. 

Currently, the group is planning 
a major clean-up effort for the school 
which is tentatively scheduled to 
kickoff the weekend of Sept. 25 with 
prep work for school painting. Fred 
Jackson, special projects coordina- 
tor for North Richmond’s Neigh- 
borhood House said, “The main 
thing right now is to keep our shoul- 
der to the wheel and not let the mo- 
mentum we have die.” Volunteers 
(both unskilled and skilled) are ur- 
gently needed, For more information

Adams receives major 
grant 


Adams Middle School has re- 
ceived a $1.5 million dollar grant 
from the U.S. Dept of Education. The 
funding will be used to implement 
the “Adams Academy and Career 
Consortium” over a three year pe- 
riod.

In 1984, I had the good 
fortune to co-found the Econet net- 
work as a vehicle for distributing in- 
formation worldwide regarding envi- 
ronmental and sustainable 
development issues. In the early days, 
Econet, with the support of the Apple 
Community Affairs Program, experi- 
mented with a combination of micro- 
computer telecommunications and 
ham radio communications carried 
over the Peacesat satellite. My “han- 
dle” in Indonesia and the South Pacific 
and on the Econet network naturally 
became Pakglen and it has stuck ever 
since. Anyway, that was the long way 
of saying that “pakglen” is not some 
kind of political action committee.

This story, however, has a happy 
ending, thanks to the power of tech- 
nology and the activism of a group 
of Bay Area residents, especially 
Finnegan. 

Finnegan said that since he began 
exchanging e-mail with Kujtesa, the 
two have become close friends, and 
watching the destruction from afar 
has been difficult. 

“Every day I tried calling her on 
the phone,” said Finnegan, who has- 
n't spoken with or heard from Ku- 
jtesa since early summer. 

“I had to keep hoping that she’d 
gotten out of the country. As it turned 
out she survived and stayed right 
where she was.” 

The students from Kosovo are 
members of the PostPessimists, a 
group of young people fighting eth- 
nic rivalry in the region. 

Ereblir Kadriu, 17, Ligrid Begolli, 
17, and Grese Sefaj, 16, are the three 
students who will arrive with Kujtesa.

A common goal for all four is to 
finish high school so they can con- 
tinue their work to rebuild their coun- 
try and work for peace throughout the 
Balkans and the world. 

One of the reasons church mem- 
bers decided to help them was be- 
cause of their commitment to peace, 
said the coordinator of the church’s 
Kosovo Refugee Student Support 
Project, Marek Zelazkiewicz. 

“These are young people who re- 
ject dominant ideas about who we are 
and who are others around us,” Ze- 
lazkiewicz said. “They rejected this 
war ideology and hatred that is so 
predominant in the Balkans, It is a 
personal, individual dedication to cer- 
tain unpopular values.” 

While the teen-agers are leaving 
open ethnic warfare, they will arrive 
in a state still reeling from the shoot- 
ing spree that left a Filipino-Ameri- 
can man dead and five Jewish peo- 
ple wounded. 

“They will be astonished that hate 
crimes are so noticeable in Califor- 
nia,” Zelazkiewicz said. “But they will

also learn from our good experience 
with inter-ethnic cooperation and to- 
gether with our youth they can de- 
velop new ways of responding in ad- 
vance to hatred and the weakness of 
human souls.” 

While the foursome will be ex- 
pected to lend some insight on the 
troubles in the Balkans, the host par- 
ents see that the teens will also have 
to cope with the traumatic experience 
they have lived through. 

Berkeley resident Gretchen Carl- 
son and her family will host Kujtesa. 

“I feel differently about Kujtesa be- 
cause | heard her words on NPR,” 
Carlson said. “I don’t think any 
woman alive, especially a mother, did- 
n't feel a helplessness at not being 
able to protecta child in circum- 
stances like that or feel her vulnera- 
bility. The thing that makes me the 
most optimistic is that she and other 
students are still talking about how to 
break down barriers between the dif- 
ferent groups in the Balkans.” 

The teens were to have left Kosovo 
on Monday evening or early Tuesday 


morning to get to Macedonia where — 
they were to get on a plane to New — 
York, coordinators said. From New — 
York, they are to fly to San Francisco. — 


Their host families are all mem- 
bers of the First Congregational 
Church. Two teens will live in San 
Leandro and attend San Leandro High 
School, and two will live in Berkeley, 
possibly attending St. Mary’s College 
High School, a private Catholic school, 
or Berkeley High School. 


The church is still raising money 
to support them. So far $25,000 has 
been raised, and Zelazkiewicz esti- 
mates they need another $50,000 for 
tuition, clothes, health insurance, food 
and entertainment.

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may delay the school’s anticipated 
2001 opening. The project’s archi- 
tects will soon advise the school 
board on the likelihood of sticking 
to the projected date, he said. 
Other options are to postpone 
heating, electrical and ventilation sys- 
tem upgrades for Oceanview, Marin 
and Cornell elementary schools. 
“It’s a choice we have to make, 
and we have to determine what’s 
best for the district as a whole,” Cain 
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said. “We're going to have to build 
the best facility we can given the fi- 
nancial constraints. That’s just some- 
thing we’re going to have to live 
with.” 

Earlier this month, state officials 
had warned the Albany district it 
might receive only about $21.5 mil- 
lion toward the high school project. 

The Allocation Board slashed the 
amount after the district submitted 
campus plans in 1997 that called for 
housing 1,000 students, 316 more 
than state officials said they could 
fund. 

The state said it will fund school 
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reconstruction to cover current needs 
but will not pay for projected student 
growth. 

Students have attended classes in 
portable classrooms since 1997, 
when the school was condemned for 
being seismically unsafe. 

The unsettling conditions have 
taken a toll on the students over the 
past year, spurring some to stage 
demonstrations and marches to 
protest what they call an unsatisfac- 
tory environment. 

The district has already agreed to 
kick in $2.4 million toward the new 
high school from a $31 million bond 
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measure voters approved in 1993. 
About $3.5 million has been spent 
on building and maintaining the 
portable classrooms. 


Of the $10 million left from the 
bond, some or all could be used to- 
ward the high school, trustee Mar- 
sha Skinner said. 


The bond money is also being 
used to coniplete seismic repairs at 
all the district’s schools. 


Funds — including $3 million to 
purchase a new site — went toward 
building the new middle school, set 
to open this fall.

Executive producer Barbara Lud- 
lum, an Oakland resident, will lead 
a discussion following the screening, 
which is presented by the Piedmont 
Schools’ Appreciating Diversity Com- 
mittee in association with the Tele- 
vision Race Initiative. 

Fox said she had a special inter- 
est in exploring an interracial rela- 
tionship. 

“J fell in love with an African-Amer- 
ican man when I was in my early 30s, 
and I was genuinely shocked when 
the world of race in America just 
closed up around us. And I thought, 
‘Where have I been? What naive world 
have I been living in?” 

“And I realized, ‘Well, I’m white 
so how would I know that racism is 
alive and well in America?’ But when 
you become attached to a black man, 
you get to experience racism,” she 
said. “I could not believe that this 
was the same world I had been liv- 
ing in before I met this man.” 

Fox said she wanted to under- 
stand how people survived against 
all that social pressure. 

“We're not together anymore — 
for a number of reasons, only some 
of which have to do with race — but 
the desire to understand remained 
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and also to understand how any cou- 
ple builds a successful relationship 
and family,” she said, 

Sims and Wilson allowed Fox and 
her crew to live with and film their 
family for 18 months. 

“I wanted to do this film to show 
people that we’re not a threat to their 
way of life, that our way of life is the 
same, you know? We're only trying 
to master our own world, just like 
they are,” said Sims. “And besides, 
we thought it would be an adventure 
and a good experience for the kids.” 

Though they’ve endured many 
“stares and vibes” as a result of their 
interracial union, the couple says cul- 
tivating their relationship was worth 
all the hardships. 

“Our credo has been: work it 
through,” said Sims. “I get mad, you 
get mad, whatever — work it 
through. When two people really like 
and love each other, beyond roman- 
tically, you can’t just throw that away 
over a mistake. And it’s selfish, too, 
because after a certain period of time 
it’s like: I don’t want to have to get 
to know anybody else that well again 
— and I don't have the time!” 

Wilson agrees. 

“I think of this as a family film,” 
she said. “It’s about pay attention to 
your kids and pay attention to your 
marriage. If something goes wrong, 
it’s easy to give up, but you can’t do 
that. You have to work things out as 


a family, get past the disappoint- 
ments, make a go of it. What is it 
about if you’re not in it together?” 

Fox says that the underlying mes- 
sage of her film is understanding and 
acceptance, 

“I think what this family has to 
offer is that they acknowledge some- 
thing that people don’t acknowledge, 
which is that the other person is dif- 
ferent from them, even if they are 
the same race,” she said. 

“In the Wilson-Sims’ case, every- 
body in the family is a different color 
from the other and has different ex- 
periences in the world because of 
that fact. Therefore, they are forced 
to acknowledge, in fact, what is true 
for all of us— that we cannot com- 
pletely understand the experience of 
the other, whether the difference be 
gender, age, class, religion, culture 
or race. 

“Now, that’s a radical thing to me 
to say, ‘I acknowledge that I cannot 
completely understand you, but I can 
try and that’s a lifelong pursuit. And 
I can love you including the differ- 
ence, including what I don’t under- 
stand.’ So it’s really about accepting 
differences and loving the unknown 
in each other.” 

A photographic exhibit, “A View 
into the Lives of Interracial Families,” 
will be on display at the film screen- 
ing. It is presented by Interracial/In- 
tercultural Bridges.

to live with your leaky shower. Or since 
you come in through the garage or side 
door, you may not often think about the 
peeling paint, loose gutter, or crumbling 
walkway that leads to the front door. 
Kerry Reynolds of Pleasant Hill has- 
n't even put her house on the market yet, 
but she’s addressed many of those issues. 
“People don’t have time to come in 
and remodel a house. Very few have the 
time, with commuting and working. Traf- 
fic’s horrible. 
“(A minor problem) may not seem like 
a big deal to someone who has lived in 
a home for 20-plus years, but it can be a 
real turnoff to the buyer who is about to 
shell out $250 million,” says Austin.

fordable housing among the poor is 
nothing new. But steadily increasing 
rents, which prevent renters from 
saving toward a down payment, and 
high prices for homes have now 
pushed ownership out of the reach 
of households that once represented 
the core of the market. 

The loudest complaints about af- 
fordable housing today come not 
from minimum-wage or entry-level 
workers for whom renting, let alone 
buying, in the Bay Area has long 
been difficult. The biggest outcry 
comes from what was once the solid 
home-buying public: couples with 
more than one income, solidly mid- 
dle class, among them police, fire- 
fighters and teachers. 

“It’s no longer the poorest of the 
poor who are affected by the lack of 
affordable housing,” said state Sen. 
Richard Alarcon, D-Los Angeles, 
who wrote one of two housing bond 
measures moving through the Leg- 
islature. 

High housing costs have also made 
recruiting more difficult. Recruiting 
financial analysts for the Tri Valley 
Growers, a growers’ cooperative in 
San Ramon, is an uphill battle because 
home prices are almost twice what 
they are in the Central Valley, where 
the company operates processing 
plants, spokesman Steve Swasey said. 

“The housing market here is out-

Traffic is one of the main reasons 
1999 is shaping up as the year when 
politicians are being forced to con- 
front the affordable housing crisis. 
Lack of houses makes traffic and 
other transportation problems worse,

Shocking costs 


If income and home price trends 
continue, renters and buyers in the 
East Bay will see even more shock- 
ing costs. 

A survey by the National Associ- 
ation of Home Builders measures af- 
fordability with respect to other ar- 
eas of the state. It indicates that 
buyers in Alameda and Contra Costa 
counties can afford fewer homes to-

day than they could a decade ago. 

The East Bay, once the refuge of 
blue collar and service industry 
workers, didn’t even rank among the 
15 least affordable areas in Califor- 
nia in early 1991. But by June 1999, 
it ranked No. 6, San Francisco was 
No, 1. 

Surveyers assume the typical fam- 
ily can afford to pay 28 percent of 
the area’s median income for hous- 
ing. For example, a family of four in 
Alameda County with an income of 
$65,700 can afford to spend $1,533 
a month on housing, With a 7.5 per- 
cent interest rate and a 30-year loan, 
that family can barely afford to buy 
a $220,000 house — difficult in a re- 
gion where the median price of an 
existing home is $237,000, and many 
two- and three-bedroom houses are 
well over that. 

A Gallup Poll of home values and 


household incomes shows the wide 
disparity between the number of peo- 
ple in the East Bay and the number 
of homes in their price range. 

About 81,100 households make 
$35,000 to $50,000 a year, but the re- 
gion has fewer than 34,000 homes 
those households could afford. 

Since a tiny percentage of the 
homes are on the market at any one 
time, the gap is even wider than the 
data suggest. 

Prices for new homes in the Bay 
Area have jumped to their highest 
levels since California’s recession 
ended in 1993. 

During the quarter that ended 
June 30, the price of a new house in 
the nine-county region rose to $161 
a square foot, much higher than the 
five-year average of $140. A 2,000- 
square-foot house sold for $322,000. 

“It’s been the highest over the last 
five years since we’ve been tracking 
it. Not good for buyers, no doubt,” 
said Steve Smiley, a principal for The 
Meyers Group, a real estate research 
service in Pleasanton. 

Oakland residents Phil and Leslie 
Bowling-Dryer can relate to the prob- 
lem. They have sought help from the 
Neighborhood Assistance Corpora- 
tion of America, a nonprofit agency. 

“Overall, it just feels as if it’s a 


lot harder for people in my genef."= 
ation to even conceive of being able» 


to buy a house,” said Leslie Bowl- 
ing-Dryer, 30. “People my parents 


age at my age were already think- 


ing about selling their first house

Fewer homes are being built than 


jobs created, which is likely to drive 
new housing prices higher. Only one 
home is being built for every three 
jobs added to the East Bay, accord- 
ing to a nationwide study released 
in July by The Meyers Group. 

The area that includes Alameda

and Contra Costa counties ranked © 


fourth in the state and 15th in the 
nation among cities where the num- 
ber of new jobs outstripped building 
permits. 

The jobs-to-housing imbalance 
likely will cause an even greater 
spike in East Bay rents and housing 
prices, says John Burns, a senior 
managing director at The Meyers 
Group. 

When new workers flood into 
cities, they typically send rents and 
home prices upward.

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Web sites open doors in long-distance home search

JULIE AND DON POTTER 
toured models and took seven 
months to buy their Kendall, Fla., 
townhouse. But when they decided 
this year to move again, they tried a 
different, quicker tactic. 

This time, the Potters shopped 
around on builders’ Web sites to nar- 
row their choices. After spending 
four hours on a Friday night looking 
at floor plans and prices on their per- 
sonal computer, they found a five- 
bedroom. house in Shoma Homes at 
Nautica in Miramar, Fla. Two days 
later, they bought it. 

“We knew exactly what we 
wanted and when we got there, it 
was, “This is the one,” said Julie Pot- 
ter. “The time we spent was much 
shorter because we were able to see 
the floor plans. Most people gener- 
ally know what they like and don’t 
like. If they look at the floor plans 
first, then they know if they’re will- 
ing to go out and look at it.” 

The Potters are among a small but 
growing number of consumers who 
do research on the Internet before 
buying new homes. While there are 
no industry-wide statistics, some 
builders say they are seeing more and 
more buyers browsing their Web sites 
before visiting their sales centers. 

The Internet offers people the 
chance to search for information at 
any time of day from the privacy of 
their homes or offices, foregoing 
sales pitches. They can narrow down 
the subdivisions they want to visit 
and cut driving time. 

The sites also are proving valu- 
able as the first stop for profession- 
als who are transferring or starting 
new jobs. They can familiarize them- 
selves with home markets in other 
cities before even making a trip. 

Shoma Homes has logged more 
than 3,570 hits on its Web site since 


the site went up last September. 

Like most other builders’ sites, 
Shoma offers a “Find Your Home” op- 
tion that allows shoppers to narrow 
their search to the size of the house, 
the number of bedrooms and bath- 
rooms, and the price range. The site 
also provides a map of the area, an- 
other common feature on other sites. 

“We’ve had tremendous re- 
sponse,” said Carole De Arellano, a 
marketing and communications con- 
sultant who created the Web site un- 
der the direction of Maria Shojaee, 
Shoma’s marketing director. “It’s a 
fabulous, fabulous tool.” 

And it reaches far beyond Florida. 

Last year, Zuckerman Homes was 
contacted by a woman from South 
Africa who had seen the builder’s 
Web site and wanted to buy a home 
at the Waterways at Pembroke Falls, 
Fla., based on the floor plan. By the 
time the woman sent a lawyer to pur- 
chase the home, the community was 
sold out. But for Zuckerman execu- 
tives, the experience convinced them 
of the power of the Internet. 

“From that point on, I was a be- 
liever,” said Steven Zuckerman, vice 
president, and a skeptic when the com- 
pany first posted its site a year ago. 


Sales growing 


In the past 11/2 years, Caribe 
Homes has sold at least 28 homes to 
people who visited its site before set- 
ting foot in a model, said Fernando 
Martinez, vice president of market- 
ing. Out of the 28, 24 have been con- 
sumers who moved to Florida from 
other places as varied as Venezuela, 
Colombia, Connecticut and New Jer- 
sey. The site records about 800 hits 
per month, Martinez said. 

“The Web is probably the most in- 
expensive item I can do for adver- 
tisement, and it has no boundaries,” 
Martinez said.

Other similar national sites — 
www.homeseekers.com or www.home- 
builder.com — allow buyers to shop by 
state and narrow their search to city 
or ZIP code, price, size, age of home 
and even special features desired, such 
as balconies and atriums. 


Plenty of resources 


The larger, national sites offer re- 
source centers where buyers can com- 
pare salaries, cost of living, climate 
and demographic information in 
many major cities in the United States 
and Canada. You can also compare 
crime statistics between two towns. 

Mortgage calculators, such as the 
one provided by Watermark Com- 
munities at its site, help prospective 
buyers figure out what a new home 
will cost per month, The builder also 
offers a listing of immediate-move- 
in homes. 

Most builder sites provide pho- 
tographs or sketches of models. Al- 
most all offer floor plans, too, al- 
though some are so small that it is 
difficult to read the room dimensions. 

“I wanted a fairly large kitchen, 
a separate dining room and a sepa- 
rate breakfast room,” said Julie Pot- 
ter, a mother of two who supervises 
a computer lab at the University of 
Miami. “I needed a fairly large house 
with a guest room for when my in- 
laws and parents visit. So the floor 
plans were the main thing I was 
looking for.” 

Some builders provide virtual 
tours of new homes that give view- 
ers three-dimensional views of home 
interiors, as if walking through a 
model home. GL Homes offers one 
of the better tours, a slow-moving pic-

Viewers have to drag a scroll bar 
across the screen for a virtual tour 
of an Engle Homes house, but the 
model is only found in Colorado, The 
site does provide written information 
on homes in Florida, as well as Geor- 
gia, Colorado, Texas, Virginia, North 
Carolina and Arizona. 

One benefit the Potters found in 
their online window shopping: Most 
sites list a home’s standard features 
and give buyers the base price. There 
is no walking through a model 
decked out with optional features 
that cost more, causing confusion 
over what is extra and what is not. 

“It tells you, ‘This is how much it’s 
going to cost, rock bottom,” said Julie 
Potter. “A lot of builders have extras, 
so checking the Web sites allows you 
to compare who provides what.” 

Internet shopping cut the Potters’ 
search down considerably, but they 
and others are still finding it neces- 
sary to pay a visit to sales centers to 
confirm their first instincts about 
new homes they find online. 

“I don’t think it’s going to totally 
replace going into homes,” said De 
Arellano, the Shoma Homes consul- 
tant. “Consumers still want service. 
They still have to touch.”

Because the first loan is for 80 
percent or less of the purchase value, 
you neatly sidestep PMI. 

You do, however, have higher in- 
terest rates, especially on the second 
trust deed. The rates are driven by 
the borrower’s credit report scores, 
but unlike the single note loan for 
100 percent financing which requires 
absolutely perfect credit — and re- 
quires PMI — most piggyback fi- 
nancing allows for less than perfect 
credit. 

The difference between the 
higher payments due to the higher 
interest rates and the PMI payment 
on the single note loan product are 
almost always a wash. 

Moreover, the higher interest be- 
comes a tax benefit, unlike the case 
with PMI.

There are other limitations to 100 
percent financing. Many programs 
limit the combined loans to $300,000, 
others less. 


They may restrict the type of 
home you can buy, favoring single 
family homes and townhomes, but 
not condominiums or two to four 
unit buildings. 


Secure a lender’s pre-approval be- 
fore you start making 100 percent fi- 
nancing offers. Some sellers have a 
hard time believing that you could 
buy their home with no money down.

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‘Deck’ decay before it starts 


Better to build it right the first time than face renovations 


deck can be a fine thing, a 

A“ to relax on a Sunday 

orning with a cup of coffee, 

a vantage point from which to ad- 

mire your landscaping, a location for 

an al fresco dinner on a balmy sum- 
mer evening. 

However, a deck can put you in 
harm’s way, especially when it is not 
built properly or maintained well. 

You’ve got to watch out for decay, 
That’s a deck’s biggest enemy. Fun- 
gal spores settle in the cracks and 
voids and multiply unnoticed until 
the wood rots. Left alone, the wood 
eventually will collapse, possibly 
while you’re in the middle of that 
lovely al fresco dinner, and possibly 
resulting in personal injury. 

Fortunately, most owners rebuild 
a deck before it gets to that point. But 
a rebuild is expensive. It would be 
easier and cheaper to build that deck 
right the first time. 

Decay frequently eats into the at- 
tachment of the deck to the house, 
the joists that support the surface of 
the deck, the posts where they are 
attached to the joists, the nail holes 
of the deck boards and railings, the 
framing under the stair treads, and 
support posts set in concrete. 

These areas are more prone to de- 
cay because sunlight, which retards 
decay, is blocked by the debris that 
collects in the joints and by the deck 
boards themselves. 

Also, plant debris, such as pine 
needles or other plant material, gets 
into the grooves of the deck surface 
and retains moisture, accelerating 
the decay process. Decay needs 
wood of 20 percent moisture content 
— that’s wet to the touch — in order 
to grow. 

Fortunately, there are ways to pre- 
vent the decay process. However, 
these procedures are rarely used.

Many deck builders build a new deck 
like the one that failed and is being 
replaced. 

Also, there is less “clear heart” 
wood, which is more decay resistant, 
available for decks, A deck made of 
inferior lumber is likelier to need a 
rebuild. 


Build it right, build it smart 


l If the deck is attached to the 
«house using a rim joist, the area 
of attachment should be caulked and 
flashed so that no water can get into 
the space between the deck and the 
house. 


Joists should be flashed on the 
«top where they connect with the 
surface deck boards. 


Deck boards should be fastened 

eto the joists with screws installed 

from underneath, not nailed from the 
top. 


Areas where posts attach to the 
ejoists should be flashed and 
caulked. 


Posts should not be installed in 

econcrete, but instead on appro- 

priate post hangers that keep the posts 
away from concrete piers or pads.

These procedures will add 5 per- 

cent or 10 percent to the cost of the 
deck; however, doing the job right 
will result in a deck that lasts far 
longer. And it’ll be safer, too. 


Make note of the codes 


@ Railings should have 200 Ibs. 
of overturning resistance. 

@ Railings should be 36 inches 
tall or taller. 

@ Vertical pickets between the 
posts that support the railings should 
be no farther apart than 4 inches so 
that a child cannot fall through. 

@ The deck should be able to sup- 
port 40 lbs, per square foot. 

@ The stair treads should be no 
less than 9 inches wide and be no 
more than 8 inches up from each 
other (the is called the rise); these 
measurements should not vary more 
than a quarter of an inch for the en- 
tire stair structure. I recommend a 
10 inch tread as a minimum and a 7 
and a half inch rise as a maximum.

@ Asian-Americans have a me- 
dian household income exceeding 
$58,000, the highest among minori- 
ties and whites. 

@ Personal disposable income 
among blacks is expected to reach 
$533 billion this year, an increase of 
about 73 percent since 1990. 

@ Hispanics’ aggregate income is 
about $348 billion and rising. 

@ The number of foreign-born 
home buyers is expected to increase 
to 58 percent of the immigrant pop- 
ulation next year, and exceed two- 
thirds of that population by 2010. 

Times are changing, but percep- 
tions are another matter, especially 
among minorities and immigrants.

“There’s no question that (black 
home buyers) will feel more com- 
fortable with a black real estate 
agent,” said H. Bernie Jackson, pres- 


ident of the National Association of 
Real Estate Brokers, which repre- 
sents black real estate professionals. 

However, the industry doesn’t re- 
flect the racial diversity of the com- 
munities it serves. Exact figures are 
hard to come by, but Jackson esti- 
mated there are 300,000 black real 
estate professionals out of a “couple 
of million” agents nationwide. 

In Summit County, for instance, 
98 percent of the agents working in 
the county last year were white, ac- 
cording to a survey by the Fair Hous- 
ing Advocates Association in Akron. 

Beyond race, there are cultural is- 
sues that could also lead to misun- 
derstandings, said Fred Underwood, 
the senior fair-housing policy repre- 
sentative at the National Association 
of Realtors. 

“It doesn’t say that every person 
(in the same culture) is going to re- 
act the same way, but the realty pro- 
fessional has to recognize the dif- 
ferences,” he said. 

Still, Lolita Adair, owner of Akron- 
based Lolita Adair Realty Co., said, 
“We (real estate agents) don’t have 
anything to worry about if we don't 
do anything wrong.” 

Serving the needs of minority and 
immigrant home buyers is a matter 
of etiquette, she said. 

“If you really love people, it does- 
n't matter their shape, their size, their 
color or condition,” said Adair, who 
is black.

But even in smaller cities that 
have lost jobs, such as Danville, 
which lost 400 jobs last year, rents 
rose 10 percent because of the 
spillover of demand from nearby 
growing communities. 

Home prices in the East Bay are 
expected to jump by at least 5 per- 
cent this year, and apartment rents 
are likely to rise as much as 10 per- 
cent, apartment managers and real 
estate analysts said. 

Rent increases will occur more 
frequently and prices will rise faster 
than they did last year as property 
owners and managers test the mar- 
ket’s threshold. 

In June 1998, the average rent in 
Alameda County rose above the 
$1,000 mark for the first time, ac- 
cording to RealFacts, a real estate in- 
formation business based in Novato. 

By June 1999, the average 
monthly rent had jumped 5.8 per- 
cent, to $1,059. By far, the majority 
of renters in Alameda County pay on 
average more than $1,000 each 
month. 

While Contra Costa County rents 
on average are lower, they are catch- 
ing up to Alameda County. The av- 
erage rent in Contra Costa rose 7.7 
percent, to $948. 

Because few apartment buildings 
are less than 95 percent full, land- 
lords have more latitude to increase 
rents. Monthly or quarterly rent in- 
creases are no longer unusual, said 
Tom Baldacci, a vice president at 
Castle Management in Concord, 
which oversees 2,500 apartments in 
the East Bay. 

Those low vacancy rates and ris- 
ing rents have made apartment com- 
plexes so attractive to investors that 
few are on the market today, Bal- 
dacci said. 

“When they do come on the mar- 
ket, they sell in seconds,” he said. 

The poorest residents of the East 
Bay will find affordable housing 
harder to find today than they did 


even two or three years ago. 

Cities have been told that they 
need to provide roughly 37,000 
homes and apartments for the Bay 
Area’s poorest — those who earn less 
than half of a city's median income, 
according to a survey released by the 
Bay Area Council in May. But less 
than a third of these dwellings, usu- 
ally apartments, exist. 

Officials at Eden Housing Corp., 
an Oakland-based nonprofit builder 
of affordable apartments, say their 
waiting list has 3,500 names. Waiting

periods vary, but at some complexes, 
they can last up to five years, said 
Katherine Dunham, director of prop- 
erty management at Eden Housing. 

“It is as bad as it has ever been 
outside of a wartime era,” said Sean 
Heron, executive director for East 
Bay Housing Organizations in Oak- 
land, an advocate for affordable 
housing. Not only have the number 
of houses for the poorest residents 
begun to dry up, “middle class folks 
are starting to feel that crunch in a 
way they haven't before.” 


Signs of desperation abound 


That high housing costs have 
touched a nerve is apparent to any- 
one who reads message boards ad- 
vertising shared housing and rentals. 
Single parents are particularly hard- 
pressed to find affordable housing, 
advocates say. In addition to hous- 
ing costs, they must also consider 
child care costs. 

“T am a single mother. I am look- 
ing for a place in the East Bay and I 
can pay up to $800 a month,” one 
woman disclosed on her listing with

listfoundation.org. “I am willing to 
pay a majority of the rent (up to 
$800) and utilities for the use of two 
bedrooms.” 

The desperation is apparent in 
popular entertainment venues as 
well, In July, when the 

San Francisco Mime Troupe pre- 
miered “City for Sale,” a play that 
dealt primarily with the conversion 
of what were once gritty warehouse 
districts to expensive lofts, incensed 
audiences rushed the stage afterward 
to speak to actors. 

The play’s co-author, Joan 
Holden, said many in the audience 
commiserated with the play’s depic- 
tion of blue collar workers pushed 
out of warehouse districts that were 
developed into luxury lofts. They had 
so many stories about skyrocketing 
rents that the Mime Troupe sched- 
uled community meetings. The same 
thing is happening in East Bay cities 
such as Emeryville and Berkeley, 
Holden said, and is creating resent- 
ment among the have-nots toward 
the haves. 

“It’s lofts here, but it’s the little 
houses in west Berkeley, It’s the 
same effect,” Holden said. 

“It makes people feel very tem- 
porary, insecure, and there's a lot of 
resentment. There’s a simmering 
class war.” 


Costs eating into salary 


The feeling of insecurity is an un- 
dercurrent throughout the East Bay. 

In the Tri Valley, where the num- 
ber of jobs is growing faster than 
housing, some tenants have seen 
rents jump at least every six months 
as landlords and property managers 
sense a sharp rise in demand. 

Many workers complain that ex- 
ploding housing costs have eaten into 
their yearly salary increases. 

Elizabeth, an accounting analyst 
at Pacific Gas & Electric, worries 
about what will happen to her and 
her family. In January, soon after she 
separated from her husband, she 
moved into a three-bedroom duplex 
in Danville with her three children, 
hopeful of starting a new life. 

But after reviewing the rental 
market, Castle Management, the

company that manages her duplex, 
raised the rent by 5 percent in July, 
from $1,450 to $1,520, The company 
will likely increase her rent again, to 
$1,590, in December, Elizabeth said, 
a hike of 10 percent in 10 months. 


She makes about $50,000 a year. 
As the sole provider for three chil- 
dren, housing has become her sin- 
gle biggest concern. As it is, her two 
teen-age sons work part time and 
pay for most of their extra after- 
school and entertainment expenses 
such as movies. Her 14-year-old 
daughter does odd jobs for relatives 
to help out. 


“As rent goes up, there’s a fear 
that we're going to be really stuck,” 
Elizabeth said. She scours newspa- 
per listings daily for a cheaper place 
to live in case she must move soon. 


“] didn’t think that if my salary 
got to this point, I might be home- 
less.” 


Some help is on the way. If the 
Legislature approves three housing 
bond measures, they would provide 
more than $1.7 billion in subsidies 
and $15 million in tax credits for af- 
fordable housing. 


The federal Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development has 
committed about $31 billion for mort- 
gages in the Bay Area over the next 
10 years, and the Federal National 
Home Mortgage Association has in- 
vested $16 billion for the region. 
Bank of America has a new no-fee, 
no-down program that is likely to 
pump about $450 million into the 
Bay Area. 


“Right now we don’t have many 
carrots on the state level in terms of 
money,” said Elizabeth West, a hous- 
ing consultant to Torlakson. 


“Because it’s become more of a 
middle-class issue, the state is finally 
going to pay attention and put re- 
sources to addressing the problem.”

“I wanted it to look as terrific as 
it did when I moved in.

hile reading Paul Gardner’s 
\ ,\ } column in Soccer America 

this week, I couldn't help 
thinking back to an article I had read 
some years before on the 1964 
Philadelphia Phillies. 

Those Phillies, for those who don’t 
remember or might not have ever 
heard the story, suffered one of the 
most storied collapses in all of sports. 

The Phils led the National League 
standings for most of that year and 
seemed a sure bet to reach the World 
Series for the first time since 1950 
(baseball had no divisions then, as 
league champions simply advanced to 
the World Series). 

But a strange thing happened on the 
road to the pennant. Philadelphia’s 
pennant drive stalled. The Phils, who 
led by 6% games with 12 to play, lost 
10 games in a row. 

Meanwhile, the Cardinals won eight 
in a row and the Reds nine. The Cards 
shot into first place past the belea- 
guered Phils, who were fortunate just 
to finish tied for second with the Reds. 
To add insult to injury, St. Louis went 
on to beat the Yankees in the World Se- 
Ties. 

Late season collapses, of course, 
aren’t new. But the Phillies went into a 
panic mode. Manager Gene Mauch, 
hailed as a genius by some baseball 
people, pushed the panic button by 
pitching righty Jim Bunning and lefty 
Chris Short on alternating days down 
the stretch. 

Not only did the strategy backfire, it 
didn’t make sense. Why wear out your 
two top pitchers? Had the Phillies 
reached the World Series that year, 
both Bunning and Short would have 
been spent. The Yankees, though near- 
ing the end of their great dynasty, 
would have romped. 

But Mauch’s reasoning made even 
less sense when, according to the story, 
he dropped righty Art Mahaffey from 
the starting rotation because Mahaffey 
perspired too much for Mauch’s taste. 

Huh? Such reasoning can make 
even the most casual baseball fan’s 
head spin. 

So what does this have to do with a 
column in a national soccer magazine? 
Well, plenty. 

Gardner’s column tells of the tra- 
vails of Brazilian midfielder Juninho. 
Bad luck seems to have followed the 
27-year-old Juninho his entire career. 
Last year, for instance, he seemed a 
good bet to play with Brazil in the 
World Cup. But with just four months 
to go, he suffered a broken leg as the 
result of a brutal play while with his 
club team, Atletico Madrid of Spain. 

Juninho didn’t heal in time for the 
World Cup. But once he did heal, he 
reverted to his high level of play. When 
he played, that is. 

, Now, for unspecified reasons, Jun- 
inho finds himself in the doghouse of 
current Atletico coach Claudio Ranieri. 
Apparently, Juninho doesn’t fit into 
Ranieri’s “plans” even though most 
teams would love to have the talented 
Brazilian in their lineup. Maybe he 
Sweats too much. 

Gardner, in his column, refers to 
Ranieri and his ilk as “koaches.” Gard- 
ner defines the “koach” as “the man 
who plans everything, who works it all 
Out with theories and game plans, and 
then wants only players who will fit 
into the plans.” 

“Koach.” | like that terminology. As 
a fan, I’ve seen and read about many 

aches. In 1964, Mauch mysteriously 
transformed himself from a manager to 
4 koach, ultimately greasing the skids 
for the Phillies, 

In Gardner’s domain, soccer, 
oaches are especially prevalent as a 
World Cup nears. Former U.S. national 
team coach Steve Sampson turned into 
a koach last year by dropping captain 
John Harkes from the squad two

Kickback attitude part the appeal 


Players of all ages can do this 
cheap and challenging game

golf courses, you won't expect to see Tiger Woods. But 

on any given day in Berkeley the best disc golf players 
in the world can show up and you wouldn't have the slight- 
est clue. 

The disc golf course at Aquatic Park is like that. The 
course has been around for more than 20 years and except 
for the funny looking metal baskets on poles it looks like 


I f you went out on a golf course at Tilden Park or Chabot 


an average jogging path or a dog 
Tun. 

I went there on a Tuesday af- 
ternoon to get in a round, I 
started playing disc golf last win- 
ter and the conversion from ulti- 
mate Frisbee has given me a 
head start on the disc golf game. 

On this day I played with a 
Mark Luebeck, who just happens 
to be the current World Amateur 
champion. Nicknamed “Moose,” 
the 6-foot-7 player from Milwau- 
kee, Wisc., was in town with his 
brother Joe. They decided to 
shoot the course and I got a 
chance to see how it is really done. 

Moose is a Tiger Woods-type amateur disc golfer, with 
a beautiful, fluid swing and drives that go a mile. Joe is a 
decent player as well after eight years in the game. 

While playing we run into a course regular, Pete, who 
told us about the Wednesday night tournament: five dol- 
lars, handicapped play. That’s the way it is in Berkeley, with

Romero is 
the center 


of attention 


Cal lineman is 
hoping this is his 
time to shine

Make no mistake about it: this is John 
Romero’s time. 

For the former St. Mary’s High School 
star, in his senior season at the Univer- 
sity of California, this is his last go-round. 

Romero is the starting center on the 
Golden Bears football team, which opens 
its 1999 season Saturday with a 2:30 p.m. 
home game against Rutgers. 

Romero knows this is the season that 
counts the most, for if he performs well, 
then All-America status and NFL riches 
will not be far off. In more ways than 
one, he’s the center of attention. 

After last season’s offensive flameout, 
partly due to an unsettled offensive line 
situation, Romero is looking for a little 
redemption. A new offensive system and 
new offensive line coach should make a 
difference in Cal’s performance. And in 
Romero’s. 

“The numbers (signals) are different, 
but the job is the same,” Romero said. 
“The biggest difference is that Coach (Ed) 
White is more of a hands-on coach than

(former Cal line coach Monte) Clark was. 
Coach Clark expected you to know tech- 
nique. Coach White is always teaching 
its?” 

Romero now stands at 6-foot-3, 315 
pounds, about 50 pounds heavier than 
when he entered Cal as a freshman and 
about 90 pounds more than when he first 
played football at St. Mary’s as a sopho- 
more. 

While he has consistently improved, 
the 1998 season was really one he really 
would prefer to forget. The Cal offensive 
line was young and injury prone. At 
times, Romero was forced to play some 
guard as well as center. Opponents were 
able to filter through on a regular basis, 
sacking quarterback Justin Vedder nu- 
merous times. 

Romero suffered a shoulder injury in 
Cal’s 32-31 victory over USC and even- 
tually was forced to have surgery in Feb- 
ruary. He has taken it easy the past cou- 
ple of weeks, but now is ready to go. 

“It feels good,” he said about the 
shoulder, “I didn’t practice last week. I 
just rested it and this week I'll be going 
hard. I'll start Saturday.” 

Head coach Tom Holmoe has said that 
he plans to play a lot of freshmen against 
Rutgers, but Romero says he plans to be 
in for every offensive play. It his respon- 
sibility to call out the blocking signs for 
the rest of the offensive linemen, but you 
won't see him getting in a teammate’s 
face if something goes wrong. 

“I'm not that type of a player,” said the 
soft-spoken Romero. “I’ll lead by exam- 
ple and let the coaches do the yelling.” 

It is appropriate that this rock of the 
Bears’ offensive line should have his time 
in the sun. Several publications have 
tabbed him as the best center in the Pac- 
10 Conference and have touted him as 
the fifth best center in the nation. 

“Those are just numbers,” he said. “I 
still have to play.” 

Romero hopes for a shot in the NFL, 
but if that doesn’t work out, he’ll still have 
his degree in sociology. He plans a ca- 
reer in pathology in the coroner’s office, 
which will entail two years of medical 
school. But first comes football and then 
graduation. 

The center position sometimes gets 
lost in the swirl of offensive action. They 
don’t pull, they don’t sweep, they are just 
there. 

But they do make a difference. When 
a great Miami team in the early 1970s 
came into Oakland, the Raiders had a 
fine middle linebacker by the name of 
Dan Connors. Connors was a roamer, but

Edwards Stadium is back in shape 


Renovation and addition of a soccer field are first class

Back when track and field was in 
its heyday, UC-Berkeley’s Edwards 
Stadium was a haven for the sport. 
Many exciting and prestigious meets 
took place there, featuring through 
the years such track and field lumi- 
naries as Jesse Owens, Jim Ryun and 
Carl Lewis. 

Track and field has suffered a 
long lull in public interest since those 
days. But thanks primarily to stars 
like Michael Johnson and Maurice 
Greene, a revival seems to be taking 
place. . 

Edwards Stadium will be ready 
for this hoped-for new era. In fact, 
the 67-year-old shrine is undergoing 
a revival of its own. 

Gone are the rotting wooden 
bleachers. Only the top level of the 
antiquated press box remains. The 
bottom level, which was considered 
unsafe, has been removed. 

Of course, additional work has 
been done to the track as well as the 


infield, which now serves as a reg- 
ulation-size soccer pitch. That pitch 
has no crown and measures 115 
yards long by 70 yards wide. 

Edwards’ renovation isn’t com- 
plete yet. But the “new” stadium 
hosted its first event last Friday 
when the Cal women’s soccer team 
fell 2-0 to top-ranked Santa Clara. 

The match drew 1,183 fans, a 
school record for a women’s home 
game. 

“We have another three weeks or 
so of finishing construction,” said 
UC-Berkeley athletic department op- 
erations manager Bob Milano Jr, son 
of the former Cal baseball coach 
“There’s the bricklaying of a field- 
level plaza, some fences and railing 
to be put up and some landscaping 
to be done. There’s also some work 
continuing outside the stadium on 
Bancroft.” 


Renovation 


Renovation of the historic sta- 
dium began in May 1998. Lead-based 
paints have been stripped from rail- 


ings, which were repainted with 
safer paints. 

Those paints are brighter and 
more colorful, too. Down on the sta- 
dium floor, the venerable venue 
sports new circles for the discus, 
hammer and shot as well as new 
runways for jumps and the javelin. 
The track now has a golden-yellow 
all-weather polyurethane surface. 

The project cost a reported $3.5 
million with the initial $1.5 million 
donated by Cal graduates Richard 
and Rhoda Goldman. Richard grad- 
uated in 1941 and Rhoda in 1946. 
The soccer pitch has been named 
Goldman Field in their honor. 

In the stands, the existing alu- 
minum seating just below the press 
box on the west side of the stadium 
is all that remains from pre-renova- 
tion days. 

“The remainder is concrete,” says 
Milano. “Greek theater-style seat- 
ing.” 
The current renovation should be 
completed sometime next month. 
But the emphasis is on the word 


“current.” More updates are ex- 
pected in the near future. 

“We have demolished the lower 
level of the press box and have made 
some repairs and painting of the 
higher level,” says Milano. “We don't 
have the funding for any more 
changes at this point. 

“What really needs to be built is 
some kind of controlled public ad- 
dress and press area. But that is go- 
ing to be sometime in the future.” 

Also in the future, Cal aims to 
host night events at Edwards. 

“We would definitely like to light 
the facility,” says Milano. 

Edwards Stadium, which opened 
in 1932, was named for former track 
coach George Cunningham Ed- 
wards. The old coach would have 
been quite proud of some of the 
track and field history that passed 
through the stadium. 

With its new look and more im- 
provements possibly on the way, the 
22,000-seat stadium might once 
again capture the glory it enjoyed in 
previous eras. 


Disc Golf 
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What really made this into as sport 
was the invention of the disc baskets, 
which are mounted on poles. A metal 
basket shaped like a donut hangs 
about half-way up the pole. From the 
top of the pole chains hang down off 
metal hangers to the center of the bas- 
ket. The idea is to hit the chains so the 
disc, which is about eight inches in di- 
ameter, falls into the basket. 

Most courses are nine or 18 “holes,” 
which are a lot shorter in distance than 
small ball golf, but just as tough. And 
like golf, you drive for show and putt 
for dough, with the middle game also 
being just as difficult to master. 

Hazards, such as water and woods, 
are also a factor and it’s easy to tell 
the hackers from the pros. Yeah, 
there’s professionals, people who com- 
pete for money, go on disc golf tours 
and even get endorsements. They are 
just as amazing to watch as Tiger 
Woods, Arnold Palmer and Jack 
Nicholas. 


Easy on the wallet 


What makes disc golf radically dif- 
ferent from small ball golf is the price. 
Most disc courses, such as the local 
ones in Berkeley, Moraga, San Lean- 
dro, Novato and Santa Cruz, are free 
to the public and there are no tee 
times. 

Discs cost between $8 and $15 new, 
but used ones can be purchased for 
as little as $2 to $5 and a beginner 
could get by with one or two discs. Af- 
ter that, with the exception of a good 
bag, the sport is free. Unless you get 
hooked, then the disc prices for pre- 
mium discs can add up. 

Still, for the money it’s a lot cheaper 
and it takes a lot less time. An aver- 
age round at the 18-hole Berkeley 
course, with all par-3 holes, can take 
about an hour on most days. 

That is unless the wind is howling 
and the discs are blowing all over. 
Berkeley, located at Aquatic Park be- 
tween Ashby and University Avenue, 
is the Pebble Beach of disc golf. It has 
scenic views, lots of waters hazards, 
dismal woods to get stuck into and the 
mighty wind that blows through the 
Golden Gate, 


Growing sport 


On its website the PDGA says 3-5 
million people have tried disc golf and 
between 50,000 and 75,000 play it reg- 
ularly. There have been 14,439 PDGA 
members since 1979 and membership 
is growing at 15 percent a year. 

The pro tour had a total purse of 
$555,000 for 275 events, although only 
the very good make a living at it. Last 
year the PDGA World Championships 
paid out $45,000. 

Ken Climo of Clearwater, Fla., was 
the nine-time Open Division men’s 
world champion until this summer 
when his string of nine victories was 
broken by Ron Russell from Utica, 
Mich, 

Climo has won 16 PDGA titles in 
a number of categories and divisions, 
including doubles and mixed doubles. 

Juliana Bower won the women’s 
title for the second consecutive time 
in this mostly male-dominated sport. 
That doesn’t mean women cannot 
compete. The sport is still growing, 
especially in the Midwestern states 
where there are a lot of leagues for 
beginners. 

California has a lot of courses with 
the 27-hole DeLaveaga Course in 
Santa Cruz being one of the best in 
the world. 

Courses, complete with descrip- 
tions and directions, can be found on 
the Internet with Discgolf.com being 
a good source that also has links to 
other sites such as PDGA.com. The 
complete rules of the game can also 
be found there, as well as tournament 
information and other factoids. 

Some favorites include: “Longest 
ace — 580 feet by Danny McInnis 
with a Roc; Highest Pro Score on one

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Berkeley hosts Geekfest — again 


Misfits return to club for alternative music fest of largely unknown bands 


By Tom Lochner 


The outlook was bleak for East 
Bay geeks last summer when Rich- 
mond recreation officials sent them 
packing days before Geekfest was 
scheduled at Point Molate Beach. 

A new $1 million insurance pol- 
icy requirement priced the free, 
mostly punk outdoor music festival 
out of Richmond, Geekfest’s creators 
complained then as they fled indoors 
to 924 Gilman, the alternative music 
club in Berkeley. 

Sunday, 924 Gilman again played 
host to Geekfest — the 26th since a 
group of musicians and their friends 
at Pinole Valley High School assem- 
bled a dozen, largely unknown bands 
and their fans at Point Molate on July 
14, 1996, and spawned a local mu- 
sic movement of the disenfranchised. 

“We were all kind of dorky and 
we felt we never fully fit in any- 
where,” said John Geek, a 1993 
Pinole Valley High graduate whose 
given name is John Mink and is one 
of Geekfest’s founders. At Geekfest, 
“people dropped their facades and 
shed their preconceptions,” Geek 
said, “That’s where the term ‘geek’ 
comes in for me.” 

Things were cool in Richmond 
until last year, Geek said. “Since 
then, we’ve been nomadic.” 

Then-Richmond Recreation and 
Cultural services Manager Brad Bax- 
ter called Geekfest “a great program” 
but said “We just need to make sure 
the city is protected.” Baxter sug- 
gested Geek look for corporate spon- 
sors, but Geek said that would spoil 
the spirit of the festival. 

On Sunday, West Contra Costa 
bands Bobby Joe Ebola & the Chil- 
dren MacNuggits, 7 Ate 9, Fleshies 
and Oakland band Panty Raid were 
joined by bands from San Francisco, 
Sacramento, Petaluma and Vacaville. 

There was also a Spoken Word 
segment for poets and others with 
something to say. 

Despite last year’s Richmond de- 
bacle, Geekfest has thrived and even 
expanded its reach. 

It co-sponsored a weeklong event 
with about 100 bands July 16-23 at 
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a Central Valley lake. It also co-or- 
ganized two three-day events which 
each attracted about 40 bands, said 
Geek, 

And 924 Gilman provides the in- 
door home base. 

“Berkeley has been really good to 
us, unlike the city of Richmond,” said 
Corbett Redford, a vocalist of the 
Children MacNuggits. 

Geek wants to make Geekfest into 
a nonprofit organization. He also 
started a for-profit company, S.PA.M. 
Records, in his home. S.P.A.M. has 
put out several discs featuring local 


bands. It has yet to show a profit, but 
Geek hopes to get his discs distrib- 
uted by some of Berkeley’s alterna- 
tive music stores this fall, he said. 
Heather Pea, 20, an El Cerrito 
poet who organized Sunday’s festi- 
val to give Geek, who says he got 
“burned out,” a chance to devote 


-himself to his music, recited one of 


her poems, “Insecurity System,” 
which capture the Zeitgeist of Geek- 
fest.

Stone is strong, but 
can’t save Brooks’

Sometimes Albert Brooks’ whiny, 
deadpan humor is funny. Sometimes 
it’s so lackluster, it’s like having the 
marrow sucked from your bones. His 
latest, “The Muse,” falls into that cat- 
egory.

Stone in butterfly clips, and cameos 
that include Martin Scorsese and 
Wolfgang Puck, the movie never 
reaches its comic potential. It’s a 
wannabe laugh-fest without a single 
hearty laugh. 

Brooks, who wrote, directed and

middle-aged screenwriter who gets 
entangled with a capricious daugh- 
ter of Zeus. There are opportunities 
for thunderbolts here, and fairy dust, 
but that’s not Brooks’ style. “The 
Muse” isn’t boring, merely flat. A 
chuckle here, a guffaw there. Noth- 
ing to tell your friends about. 

At one juncture I was sure he was 


going to depict gods, descended from 
Mount Olympus. But nah, they were 
just a couple of psychiatrists. Woody 
Allen would have done it. He would 
have constructed a tacky Grecian 
temple with actors in togas, voices 
amplified 100 times. There would 
have been platters spilling grapes 
and pomegranates, and centaurs 
prancing about. 

This movie focuses instead on a 
very earthbound Steven Phillips 
(Brooks), a successful writer with an 
adoring wife (Andie MacDowell) and 
two terrific kids, whose zenith was 
once having been nominated for an 
Oscar. The day after receiving a hu- 
manitarian award, he’s fired by his 
studio. The reason: He’s lost his 
edge. 

Despondent, Steven calls his 
busier-than-ever screenwriter friend 
Jack (Jeff Bridges), who confides that 
his secret weapon is a muse named 
Sarah who inspires him to do his 
best work. This is no ordinary, text- 
book muse. She’s got champagne 


tastes and an insatiable lust for trin- 
kets from Tiffany’s. 

Stone gnaws on the role as if it 
were a mutton chop, playing Sarah 
as a bubbly brat with spiky hair and 
swirling clothes. When she decides 
to take on Steven, it throws his or- 
derly life into chaos. She wants a 
suite at the Four Seasons. She wants 
Waldorf salad at midnight. She wants 
the walls to be gray, not yellow. 
Amazingly, her mojo is working, and 
he begins writing his best screenplay 
in years. 

Stone is “The Muse’s” strongest 
asset, the only one among the cast 
who takes it all the way. MacDowell 
seems muzzled, but she’s saddled 
with a one-dimensional role. Her 
Laura is a doormat-variety house- 
wife, whose only function is bol- 
stering her finicky husband. The 
muse starts to empower her too, en- 
couraging her to parlay her baking 
skills into a business.

McCorkle sings the praises

Jazz singer Susannah McCorkle 
hails from Berkeley and guitarist 
Charlie Byrd grew up in Suffolk, Va., 
but the two musicians are united by 
their love of Brazil. 

Byrd and Stan Getz sparked the 
bossa nova craze in the United States 
with their classic 1962 recording 
“Jazz Samba.” While he’s recorded 
numerous rewarding straight-ahead 
jazz albums, including sessions fac- 
ing off with fellow guitar masters 
Barney Kessel and Herb Ellis, the 73- 
year-old Byrd has always returned 
to the music of Brazil, as on his beau- 
tiful new album for Concord, “My In- 
spiration.” 

McCorkle, one of jazz’s most ver- 
satile and intelligent singers, has also 
made Brazilian music a cornerstone 
of her art. She not only learned Por- 
tuguese to sing classic Brazilian 
songs as they were written, she re- 
ceived Jobim’s permission to re- 
translate a number of his best known 
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tunes on her 1990 Concord album 
“Sabia.” 

“The more I got into the original 
lyrics the more I realized it was just 
criminal what happened in the 
1960s,” McCorkle said. “American 
lyricists looking to make a fast buck 
just cranked out lyrics, and they did- 
n't even care what the original said 
in Portuguese.” 

McCorkle and Byrd, who opened 
a three-night run at Yoshi’s last 
weekend accompanied by pianist 
Allen Farnham, bassist John Leitham 
and drummer Colin Bailey, first 
worked together last year when she 
performed a tribute to the guitarist 
at the Annapolis Jazz Festival. When 
the festival didn’t have enough 
money to hire McCorkle with her 
trio, she suggested they fly her out 
to perform with Byrd’s group. 

“Tt was really a celebration of him 
and his music,” McCorkle said from 
her mother’s house in Oakland. “I 
was used to doing shows on Cole 
Porter and Irving Berlin with lots of 


biographical information so it was 
very comfortable for me to talk about 
Charlie's life and do some songs with 
him.” : 

At Yoshi's, Byrd joined McCorkle 
for about half of each set, and for the 
other half the singer performed 
songs off her latest Concord album 
“From Broken Hearts to Blue Skies.” 
She recently finished a sold-out, 
month-long run at the legendary Al- 
gonquin Hotel’s Oak Room per- 
forming a show of the same name, 
which she describes as “a compan- 
ion guide in song for people recov- 
ering from the break up of a long 
love affair.” 

While “From Broken Hearts to 
Blue Skies” includes a number of 
gorgeous Brazilian tunes, it also dis- 
plays her amazing range as a musi- 
cian, with tributes to such diverse 
artists as Bessie Smith, Chet Baker, 
Ray Charles and Django Reinhardt. 
Born and raised in Berkeley, Mc- 
Corkle was first exposed to the great 
jazz singers, especially Billie Holi-

Kevin Consey has been appointed 
the new director of the Berkeley Art 
Museum and the Pacific Film 
Archive, the museum announced 
Thursday, Formerly the director of 
the Chicago Museum of Contempo- 
rary Art, the Newport Harbor Mu- 
seum (now the Orange County Mu- 
seum of Art) and the San Antonio 
Museum of Art, Consey will begin 


his appointment Jan, 1. 

Consey replaces Jacquelyn Bass, 
who resigned in June after 10 years 
as director. Bass had previously ex- 
pressed a desire to leave the museum 
before its seismic upgrading project 
kicks into full gear, 

Seismic issues will be one of the 
key challenges facing Consey when 
he takes up his new position. The 


museum's seismic safety was rated 
“very poor” in 1997 by a team of en- 
gineers. The museum is now trying 
to determine whether it makes more 
sense to retrofit the building or to 
tear it down and rebuild from 
scratch.

dox route to get there. 

“IT went to Rome, because I spoke 
Italian better than French and I went 
around to piano bars trying to get 
work as a singer, which was totally 
futile,” McCorkle said. “Eventually, 
I became very serious about it and 
decided that I wanted to go to an 
English language country so that 
people would understand what I 
sang.” 

Settling in London, McCorkle 
scuffled for a number of years, 
singing in strip clubs or where ever 
she could land a gig. She returned 


to the United States in the late 1970s, 
where word of her first two records 
had already created a buzz. 

“I moved to New York because | 
felt that I couldn’t grow anymore as 
an artist unless I lived here,” Mc- 
Corkle said. “And I was known to 
people like Rex Reed and Marian 
McPartland. There’s sort of a song 
underground, and a young singer 
who does standards in any kind of 
an authentic way will really be 
helped by a network of disc jockeys 
and musicians. I really benefited 
from that.” 

McCorkle made her reputation as 
a singer recording songbook albums, 
focusing on the work of underap- 
preciated composers (Leo Robin and 


Harry Warren) and lyricists (Johnny 
Mercer and Yip Harburg). But in 
concert, she displays her often daz- 
zling range. As one of her Concord 
album title makes clear, “From 
Broadway to Bebop,” McCorkle is 
comfortable covering a huge swath 
of musical territory.

style of a coupe, BMW now has two 
eye-catching cars. They are the 2000 
3 Series 323Ci and 328Ci models. 

These coupes are not just trimmed- 
down versions of the award-winning 3 
Series sedans. They are new from rub- 
ber to roof. Very few parts or panels are 
borrowed from the sedans. The only com- 
mon ground the coupe shares with the 
sedan is the driving performance asso- 
ciated with 3 Series BMWs. 

The engine defines the numerical dif- 
ferences in the cars’ names. The latter 
has a stronger 2.8-liter six-cylinder en- 
gine, a few extra niceties, and a higher 
price tag. The 328Ci lists for $34,560 com- 
pared to $29,560 for the coupe with a 2.3- 
liter engine. Both are slightly more ex- 
pensive than the sedans. 

As the coupes have a sportier appear- 
ance, it’s appropriate that they are built 
with a standard Sport Suspension. They

come with 16-inch tires instead of the 15- 
inch that are on the sedan. For even bet- 
ter handling, the option of a Sports Pack- 
age for the coupes includes 17-inch alloy 
wheels and performance tires. 

To make driving even more enjoyable, 
a Steptronic system is available. It allows 
the driver to shift up and down at the 


touch of a button on the steering wheel. 
Incidentally, whether the car has a man- 
ual or automatic transmission, there will 
never be a need to change or even main- 
tain the transmission fluid. A small point, 
but typical of BMW. 

A buyer gets a lot more than just a car 
with this manufacturer known for ad- 


vanced automotive thinking in all parts 
of the vehicle. For example, the re- 
designed windshield wipers now operate 
more effectively at high speeds. The door 
handles have been redesigned, so they

I barely got to the side of the 
road before it quit.” This was a message 
left in a friend’s voice mail box about a 
sport utility vehicle. The friend had 
helped the caller choose the vehicle and 
negotiate the deal, so he was concerned. 
He returned the call immediately. 

The SUV had been towed to the 
dealer. “Would you go by and look at it?” 
the owner asked my friend. I went along. 

We learned that the drain plug in the 
oil sump was missing. Gone. And so was 
all the oil. No wonder the SUV had 
fainted on the interstate.

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There was no sign of trauma to the un- 
derside, so it was clear someone (read: the 
last person to work on it) had either not put 
the plug back or not tightened it adequately. 
As the service record showed nearly 3,000 
miles had elapsed since the dealer had ser- 
viced the vehicle, it was likely the latter. 


Such matters could get nasty, and this 
one did. At stake was who would pay for a 
new engine ($3,500 for a rebuilt one, or 
$10,000 new). The service manager came up 
with “vandalism” to blame, as if it were 
common for strangers to wiggle underneath 
random vehicles and loosen sump plugs. 

And he added: “How do I know you did- 
n'titake it somewhere else since we had it?” 
The owner was indignant at having his word 
questioned, and so the matter moved into 
the hands of lawyers and well-placed ac- 
quaintances in the attorney general’s office. 

My friend, who looks upon the mistreat- 
ment of a car as akin to mistreating an an- 
imal, rolled his eyes heavenward and re- 
treated. 


“Actually, the owner deserves to suffer 
something for his negligence,” he said. 
“When I asked him how often he checked 
the oil on the dipstick he said, ‘Never. That’s 
the dealer’s job.’ And when I asked if he no- 
ticed any lights on the dashboard he said, ‘I 
am not a pilot. I don’t look at instruments.” 

The owner had, however, noticed an as- 
sortment of lights after his SUV died by the 
side of the road. “There’s a reason they call 
them idiot lights,” my friend remarked. 

Someone has to pay. Maybe whoever 
changed the oil was careless. A finger-tight 
nut can work loose any time. Cross-thread- 
ing is not uncommon either and that can 
mean a slow leak. 

If the vehicle’s driver had been at all at- 
tentive he would have noticed the problem 
early enough to save the engine, and the 
stressful bickering and litigation. 

Even if you are “not a pilot” you are in 
charge of your craft. If you don’t want to 
keep an eye on its vital signs, then make 
sure someone else does — and often enough 
to catch troubles before they become ex- 
pensive. 

First, know what the lights and dials on 
your dash mean. Either study your owner’s 
manual or ask someone truly knowledge- 
able to explain them to you. Second, know 
which ones are of immediate importance 
and which ones can wait. 

Clearly, a drop in oil pressure (if you have 
an actual gauge) or the oil light glowing call 
for right-now attention. The engine is at peril. 

The SUV owner’s arrogant inattention to 
these signs cost a bundle. However, I know 
of a woman whose over-caution cost her al- 
most $100. That’s what she paid to have her 
car towed home because the “check engine” 
light came on. 

Actually that light (it may be slightly dif- 
ferent in your car) has to do with the car’s 
emissions control system and can go days 
or even weeks unattended. Clearly being ei- 
ther too careful or not careful enough can 
be costly, 

Just acquaint yourself with the middle 
ground and set yourself free. If even such 
minor maintenance as topping off the oil or 
the radiator is outside your interest, here are 
some things you can do: 

@ Assign a resident aspiring driver the task. 
Give eager-to-drive youngsters the job of 
checking the oil, coolant and tires on a regu- 
lar basis and keeping a log. All the owner/dri- 
ver needs to do is monitor the instruments 
for sudden changes while under way. 

@ Put the full-service pumps to use. At, 
say, every other fill-up stop at the full-ser- 
vice island and get the full service you are 
paying extra for — gas, oil and tires checked 
and windshield and headlights cleaned. The 
point is do the work yourself or see that it 
is done. Thus do you stay out of the clutches 
of “vandals.”

DaimlerChrysler fans Plymouth ‘ax’ rumo

Despite denials, Daimler- 
Chrysler has taken steps to fuel the 
rumor that Plymouth brand even- 
tually is slated to disappear. 

Its top-selling model, the Grand 
Voyager SE, has lost all but one of 
its option packages for the 2000 
model year. At the same time, 
DaimlerChrysler cut the price of 
the 2000 Chrysler Town & Coun- 
try base model by $1,490. The cor- 
poration says the move is part of 
its strategy to expand the Chrysler 
lineup with less expensive models. 

Executives acknowledge less ex- 
pensive models in the Chrysler 
lineup naturally will cut some sales 
on the Plymouth side. Last year for 
the first time since 1929, Chrysler 
sales passed Plymouth - and the 
lead is widening this year. 

Chrysler-Plymouth dealers also 
believe the company’s decision to 
name the PT Cruiser as a Chrysler 
model. The company said the 
model will be priced under $20,000 
and that under-$20,000 in the past 
was normally for Plymouth cus- 
tomers. 

There are no plans to kill off 


Plymouth in the U.S., according to 
company Officials, but several steps 
have kept the rumor alive. 

@ DaimlerChrysler says it has 
no plans to give Plymouth any new 
nameplates. 

@ The Plymouth nameplate has 
been eliminated in Canada with the 
exception of the low-volume Ply- 
mouth Prowler. 

@ The automaker is considering 
dropping the Plymouth Breeze 
when its redesigned 2001 mid-sized 
JR cars are introduced next year. 

Ralph Sarotte, DaimlerChrysler 
general product manager for mini- 
van operations, said the lone op- 
tion package retained by the Grand 
Voyager has proven the best seller 
so the decision was made to focus 
on that package. Sarotte said the 
move had nothing to do with Ply- 
mouth’s future. 

“We have said all along that the 
market will decide its future,” he 
exclaimed. 

Sarotte said the short-wheel- 
base Town & Country will not be 
offered in 2000. He stated that 
Town & Country buyers preferred 
the long-wheelbase models and by 
Expanding the Town & Country 
minivans downward, the Chrysler 
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brand will be better able to com- 
pete with the Honda Odyssey and 
Toyota Sienna models. 

Sarotte said Plymouth will con- 
tinue to represent the entry point 
into minivans. 

Another subtle move that the 
Plymouth brand may not be long 
for this world was the removal of 
the badge from the Grand Voy- 
ager’s liftgate. The company said 
the move was made to save money. 

DaimlerChrysler’s future deci- 
sion of whether Plymouth gets the 
new version of the Breeze is a key 
to the future. The Breeze is a mem- 
ber of mid-sized sedans which in- 
cludes the Chrysler Cirrus and 
Dodge Stratus If a new Breeze is 
offered then Plymouth is expected 
to retain its identity for the near fu- 
ture. If not, Plymouth may not be 
long as a member of the Daimler- 
Chrysler family. 

Is Fiat the next target for a 


. takeover? 


According to Luca Ciferri, an 
Automotive News staff correspon- 
dent based in Turin, Italy, potential 
buyers now includes Ford, General 
Motors, Toyota, Mitsubishi and 
DaimlerChrysler. 

The Agnelli family, which con- 


trols 30 percent of the voting 
shares, admis the possibilities. 

“Fiat can go it alone, but is des- 
tined to find some form of alliance,” 
said Honorary Chairman Gianni 
Agnelli.

Car maintenance sill applies to late summer traveleg 


many people. As vacationers with chil- 
dren head back home for the new 
school year, other travelers will take advan- 
tage of the lingering late summer ‘warm days. 

Whether heading to the mountains or the 
shore for a vacation, take some steps to 
make sure that the chariot is up to the jour- 
ney. 

Start with the engine. Now's a good time 
to have it tuned if it hasn't been recently. And 
even if it is in tip top tune, inspect all hoses 
and belts. Consider replacing those that may 
look good but are more than four years old. 

Next, thoroughly check fluids: the engine's 
oil and coolant and the transmission's fluid. 
If you haven't changed the oil in the last 3,000 
miles, do it before heading out. Be sure to 
refill the engine with the correct type and 
grade oil recommended in your owner's man- 
ual for tough, high-mileage and possibly 
high-temperature days. Naturally, replace 
the oil filter, too. 

If the antifreeze/coolant in the engine is 
not one recommended for long life by your 
carmaker, you should probably flush it out 
of the cooling system if it's been in for two 
years. You can buy an inexpensive kit (un- 
der $10) that does a terrific job. 

Then refill the cooling system with a mix 
that's at least 50 percent coolant/antifreeze 
as recommended by your owner's manual. 
Check the chart on the coolant jug to see 
how much concentration you'll need to cover 
your conditions. Also consider replacing the 
pressure cap on the radiator or coolant reser- 
voir if it looks questionable. 

After the engine's fluids, inspect the trans- 
mission and differentials. Actually, these two 
components are frequently combined into

something called a transaxle in most late 
modern vehicles, particularly front-wheel 
drive ones. See your owner's manual for the 
specific procedures regarding checking these 
units. Sometimes it's done with the engine 
off and cool, sometimes warm and running. 
There may be an obvious dipstick, or the dip- 
stick may actually be something like the 
speedometer cable. So go to the manual first. 

If you have a rear-drive vehicle, checking 
the level of lubricant in the differential, and 
possibly even the manual transmission, may 
require getting underneath the car or truck 
and removing a special plug in the unit's case. 
If this is more than you'd care to do, have a 
qualified pro do it for you. 

Regardless of what type of vehicle you 
have, be sure to only add the specific type 
of lubricant called for in your owner's man- 
ual. These specifics can vary widely from car 
to car and truck to truck. 


Also regardless of what make or model 
you own, you must inspect its tires. Care- 


fully look at each one, including the spare. 
Be on the lookout for any suspicious or ir- 
regular wear or signs of damage: bulges, 
cracks or missing chunks. Inspect the entire 
tread circumference, edge to edge. 

Last, check each tire's inflation pressure 
using an accurate gauge. Pressure checks 
should be done on cold tires -- that means be- 
fore the car or truck has been driven that day. 

Pressure should be what the vehicle 
maker recommends for towing, hauling or 
sustained high speed driving. You'll find the 
vehicle maker's recommendations on a de- 
cal either on a door jamb or the glove com- 
partment door. 

‘Don't forget to 
check the spare's 
pressure. And if 
you're towing, check 
the trailer's tires and 
spare, too. 

From the tires go 
to the windshield 
wipers. If you can't re- 
member when the 
rubber blade inserts 
were last replaced, 
change them. If you 
can't simply replace 
the blade inserts, re- 
place the entire blade, 
complete with the 
rubber insert for a 
few dollars more than 
only inserts. 

Make sure that the 
windshield washer 
reservoir is full. If not, 
top it up with solvent. 
Don't forget to inspect

I usually focus my reports on the 
quality of the sound system, or the 
plush interior, or the acceleration or 
stability of each vehicle. The coupe 
has all that, but to ignore what BMW 
has accomplished in safety areas 
would be ignorant on my part. 

Their cars aren't built just to ap- 
peal to the aesthetic senses of a 
buyer, or built solely for barreling 
over a country road. BMW has ad- 
vanced their engineering in areas of 
a car that most people will never see. 
Also, low maintenance and high 
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durability are part of their philoso- 
phy. Realizing the expense it is to re- 
place an instrument panel bulb, for 
example, BMW has replaced bulbs 
with the long-lasting LEDs. 


The downside of any coupe, of 
course, is the sacrifice of easy access 
to the rear seat. For easier access, 
the front seat glides forward when 
the backrest is lowered, but still, it’s 
a struggle. 


These coupes have leather, a 10- 
speaker sound system, and a luxu- 
rious interior, and all the bells and 
whistles. Only on close scrutiny will 
one find why these cars live up to 
BMW’s slogan: the Ultimate Driving

There is a recall on deteriorated cat- 
alytic converters on 1983 RX-7s. 
There is also a suggested emission 
test procedure as follows. Have the 
safety test performed, then with en- 
gine at normal temperature run the 
engine at 3000 rpm for three min- 
utes, then let it idle and immediately 
proceed with the emission test. This 
is a procedure that I practice at my 
shop on problem-passing vehicles, 
and it works 95 percent of the time. 
If there is a vacuum leak, catalytic 
converter, internal engine or carbu- 
retor problem, the high idle before 
the test will not work and the engine 
will need to be checked. Find a shop 
with qualified technicians who un- 
derstand the rotary engine and emis- 
sion testing to trouble shoot the high 
HC problem. 


Dodge Neon brakes squeal 


Dear Doctor: Iown a 1995 Dodge 
Neon with 37,000 miles. I have had 
the car back to the dealer many 
times for a squealing front brake 
problem. They have pulled the wheels 
and checked the brakes. They claim 
the brakes are fine and squealing is 
normal. Is this true? William 


Dear William: An occasional 
squeal is considered normal. A con- 
tinuous squeal every time the brakes 
are applied is not normal. The pos- 
sible reasons for squealing are glazed 
brake pads and rotors, vibration of 
the brake pads, cheap quality brake 
pads, or pads that do not fit tightly. 
Mitchell’s On-Demand lists Techni- 
cal Service Bulletin #05-08-95 on 
brake squeal. Chrysler suggests re- 
placing the front pads with new up- 
dated pads part #4864902 and 42 
vane rotor #4509327. These are up- 
dated parts and should eliminate the 
majority of your squealing. 


Stock plugs do the trick 


Dear Doctor: I recently went to 
the local parts store to buy a set of 
spark plugs for my 1995 GMC 1500 
pickup, 350 5.7-liter V8 engine. Why 
are there so many spark plug selec- 
tions and what would be the best for 
my truck? The price ranges from 
$1.99 to $5.99 each. Which would you 
suggest for my pickup? Jere 


Dear Jere: This is a question I get 
asked all the time. I would use the 
A/C CR43TS. Theses are the plugs 
that the truck originally came with. 
Platinum spark plugs should only be 
installed in vehicles originally 
equipped. They have a tendency to 
foul easier than the standard plug 
and cost more money. 


Check lifters, clearance 


Dear Doctor: We own a 1998 Sub- 
aru Outback Limited with 15,600 
miles. The car is not used on week- 
ends. Come Monday when I start the 
engine, it makes a sound like a diesel 
engine for three to four seconds. My 
husband says the oil is not getting to 
the moving parts fast enough. Should 
I go back to the dealer? Is this a ma- 
jor problem? Elaine 


Dear Elaine: The diesel sound or 
clatter you hear is either the hy- 
draulic lifters draining down or the 
clearance between the engine bear- 
ings and crankshaft. Make sure you 
have the correct name brand oil fil- 
ter on the engine. I suggest you go 
back to the dealer and let them have 
the car overnight. Make sure you get 
a service invoice with your complaint 
and their answer to protect yourself 
down the road. 


Power steering pump groans 


Dear Doctor: I own a 1992 
Chevrolet Corsica that makes a 
mournful groan sound when I turn 
the steering wheel in a parking lot. 
This has been going on for two years. 
I wrote to Chevrolet. They wrote back 
and said the groan is normal. Our 
church pastor also owns a 1992 Cor- 
sica that does not have the groaning 
sound like my car. Can you advise 
me on this problem? Roseanne 


Dear Roseanne: The groan that 
you hear is the power steering pump. 
The groan is not normal. You can 
have the power steering fluid flushed 
with a cleaner and refill it with clean 
fresh fluid. The new clean fluid 
should quiet the pump. At my shop 
we use the Wynns power steering 
flush machine. Average cost of the 
flush is $59.95. 


You’ve got your wires crossed 


Dear Doctor: I purchased a 1997 
Subaru with 15,000 miles. I had a pig 
tail put on so I could tow a small util- 
ity trailer. Since that time, when I step 
on the brake, the parking lights come 
on. The cruise control will also shut 
off when I put the lights on. What 
could be the problem? Bill 

Dear Bill: The problem is simple. 
There is a wire crossed at the pig tail 
connection, a wrong light installed 
in a tail socket, or a shorted tail 
socket or wire. I see this problem on 
a regular basis.

To 8 cups of lemonade, add the 
juice of two lemons, 2 cup blueberry 
mint sugar syrup. Mix in a large 
pitcher.

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surprised by how heavy it is. Made 
of a dense rubber compound, these 
cutting boards do not slide around 
on the counter as flimsy plastic and 
thin wood boards do. You definitely 
do not want to drop one on your 
foot. 

As you cut on it, the surface 
gives, making it easier on your arms 
as well as your knife blade.

The situation turned ugly: some 
callers began threatening to send 
me pasties. 

Gristers, the country’s largest 
commercial maker of pasties, un- 
veiled a national advertising cam- 
paign on Monday, with posters 
showing a large pasty with the slo- 
gans “Bland’s End” and “Perfectly 
Peppered to the Last Bite.” 

The truth is, I still nourish hope. 
Several Cornishmen have called 
me, agreeing that the typical pasty

sold at most bakeries was nothing 
much, but that if I were to drop by 
their houses, they would make me 
a pasty to remember. 

Ms. Muller’s pasties have won 
praise in a number of publications, 
and I’m told that a butcher in Hayle 
makes a bang-up pasty. Somewhere 
out there, waiting for me, is a no- 
ble baked pie, savory and steam- 
ing with tender chunks of British 
beef, gorgeous slices of good Cor- 
nish potato and honest onion, and 
perhaps a turnip or two for good 
measure. It will be salted. And yes, 
it will be peppered to perfection.
